STATEMENT  BY  SUPERVISOR  MOSCONE. 

Your  Legislative  and  Personnel  Committee  presents  to  you  today 
its  recommendations  in  connection  with  File  No.  270-65-2,  the  Salary 
Standardization  Ordinance  of  1966  for  Miscellaneous  Employees  pur- 
suant to  Sections  151  and  151.1  of  the  Charter. 

GENERAL  CLASSIFICATION  SURVEY:  Incorporated  in  the 
Salary  Standardization  Ordinance  for  1966  are  new  numerical  classi- 
fication designations  for  existing  alphabetical  classifications  where  no 
status  problems  are  involved.  Where  status  problems  are  involved  the 
existing  alphabetical-numerical  designations  have  been  retained.  When 
those  problems  have  been  resolved,  it  is  anticipated  that  numerical 
designations  solely  will  be  assigned  all  classes  of  employments. 

ADMINISTRATIVE  PROVISIONS:  The  Civil  Service  Commission 
has  considered  and  decided  upon  numerous  and  varied  requests  for 
amendments  to  the  administrative  provisions  of  the  Salary  Standardiza- 
tion Ordinance,  affecting  working  conditions  of  the  employees  involved. 

Culminating  its  considerations  the  Commission  has  forwarded  to  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  the  administrative  provisions  as  recommended 
by  the  Commission.  A  copy  is  before  each  Board  member,  accom- 
panied by  a  letter  of  explanation  of  the  recommended  deletions,  addi- 
tions, and  revisions. 

The  Legislative  and  Personnel  Committee  studied  intensively  these 
administrative  provisions,  giving  careful  attention  to  representations 
made  both  verbally  and  in  writing  by  interested  individuals  and  repre- 
sentatives of  organizations.  As  a  result,  the  Committee  recommends 
that  the  Board  approve  and  adopt  only  the  amendments  to  the  adminis- 
trative provisions  of  the  Salary  Standardization  Ordinance  appearing 
in  the  copy  before  you.  Any  additions  or  deletions  proposed  by  the 
members  would  have  to  be  the  subject  of  an  appropriate  motion. 

Briefly,  the  changes  recommended  in  the  administrative  provisions 
are  as  follows: 

Section  II  (A).    Excepts  positions  related  to  classes  under  Section 
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151.3  from  normal  work  day  of  eight  hours  completed  within  nine 
hours  and  normal  work  week  of  a  tour  of  duty  on  each  of  five  consecu- 
tive days  a  week. 

Section  III  (B).  Provides  that  compensations  for  part-time  services 
not  specifically  established  by  the  Salary  Standardization  Ordinance 
shall  be  based  and  calculated  upon  the  compensation  fixed  for  full  time 
or  normal  schedules  with  regard  to  seniority  of  service. 

Section  IV  (A).  Provides  that  Morgue  Attendants  shall  be  added 
to  the  list  of  persons  who  receive  additional  compensation  because  of 
continuous  direct  and  personal  contact  with  persons  suffering  from 
contagious  diseases. 

Section  V  (A).  Permits  Civil  Service  Commission  to  determine 
whether  work  in  excess  of  eight  hours  per  day  performed  within  a 
sixteen  hour  period  following  the  end  of  the  last  preceding  work  period 
shall  constitute  overtime  or  shall  be  deemed  to  be  work  scheduled  on 
the  next  work  day. 

Section  V  (B).  Provides  that  overtime  work  for  positions  related  to 
craft  rates  under  Section  151.3  shall  be  any  work  performed  beyond 
normal  work  schedules  for  said  craft. 

Section  VI  (A).  Seventh  paragraph.  Provides  that  employees  who 
work  in  services  conducted  on  a  sixteen  hour,  seven  day  week  basis 
whose  weekly  holidays  are  changed  because  of  shift  conditions  shall 
be  allowed  another  day  off  if  a  legal  holiday  falls  on  one  of  the  days 
off. 

Section  VI  (A).  Deletes  language  referring  to  specific  legal  holidays 
falling  on  Saturday  for  the  fiscal  year  1966-67. 

Section  VII  (B).  Provides  that  Civil  Service  Commission  may  in- 
crease salary  of  an  employee  who  receives  less  in  a  promotive  class 
than  he  would  have  had  he  remained  in  the  lower  class  from  which 
he  was  promoted  to  an  amount  equivalent  to  the  salary  for  said  lower 
class. 

Section  IX  (A-1).  Adds  Class  1932,  Assistant  Storekeeper,  and  Class 
7530,  Street  Cleaner,  to  list  of  classes  who  shall  advance  to  successive 
steps  upon  completion  of  six  months'  service  in  each  step. 

Section  IX  (A).  Deletes  former  Paragraph  3  relating  to  seniority 
increments  for  certain  persons  who  occupied  permanent  positions  as 
of  January  30,  1963. 

It  is  the  recommendation  of  your  Legislative  and  Personnel  Com- 
mittee that  such  proposed  amendments  to  the  administrative  provisions 
of  the  Salary  Standardization  Ordinance  be  adopted,  and  therefore 
they  are  included  in  the  comprehensive  motion  for  amendment  with 
which  I  opened  these  remarks. 

SCHEDULE  OF  COMPENSATIONS:  The  Legislative  and  Person- 
nel Committee  presents  to  the  Board  its  recommendations  for  amend- 
ment of  the  schedule  of  compensations.  The  members  of  the  Committee 
have  made  their  recommendations  with  a  full  awareness  of  the  needs 
of  the  community,  the  services  rendered  by  the  employees,  the  require- 
ment for  maintenance  of  equitable  relationships,  and  the  provisions  of 
Charter  Sections  151   and  151.1,  as  well  as  the  property  tax  base. 
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Each  schedule  number  represents  approximately  a  2V2%  increase 
above  the  next  lower  schedule  number  and  each  full  schedule  (for 
example.  Schedule  21  compared  with  Schedule  20)  represents  approxi- 
mately a  5%  increase  above  the  next  lower  schedule. 

The  miscellaneous  employees  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, those  covered  by  the  Salary  Standardization  Ordinance  before 
you  today,  number  12,198,  divided  into  1,162  classifications. 

I  quote  the  following  tabulation  showing,  generally  and  approxi- 
mately but  as  accurately  as  possible,  the  increases  provided  for  mis- 
cellaneous employees  in  1965  and  those  which  this  year  are  recom- 
mended by  the  Civil  Service  Commission  and/ or  Legislative  and 
Personnel  Committee:

It  should  be  noted  that  of  the  total  amount  of  increases  granted, 
the  Civil  Service  Commission  estimates  that  approximately  $200,000 
is  attributable  to  new  positions  created  during  the  period  which  has 
elapsed  since  March,  1965. 

Also  noteworthy  is  the  total  requested  amendments,  referred  by  the 
Board  to  the  Civil  Service  Commission  on  February  14,  1966,  aggre- 
gating $7,124,599,  which  was  in  addition  to  the  $3,131,500  previously 
recommended  by  the  Commission  on  January  28,  1966. 

It  is  to  be  emphasized  that  the  total  costs  involved  will  not  neces- 
sarily be  reflected  in  the  forthcoming  fiscal  year's  budget  total.  Many 
of  the  employees  affected  have  not  yet,  nor  will  they  in  the  next  suc- 
ceeding fiscal  year  or  possibly  three  fiscal  years  attain  the  maxima  of 
their  respective  salary  ranges. 

The  Committee  is  preparing  for  Board  consideration  a  resolution 
urging  enactment  of  State  legislation  which  will  provide  for  a  com- 
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pensating  day  off  for  employees  when  a  holiday  falls  on  a  Saturday. 
State  action  is  necessitated  by  current  requirements  that  county  offices 
remain  open  on  specified  week-days. 

With  an  awareness  of  the  Civil  Service  Commission's  sole  jurisdic- 
tion over  classification  of  positions,  your  Committee  is  calling  the  Com- 
mission's attention  to  the  apparent  desirability  of  eliminating  the  G-3 
Real  Property  Appraiser  classification,  granting  incumbents  status 
rights  to  the  Senior  Real  Property  Appraiser  classification,  so  as  to 
ehminate  conflicts  between  G-3  and  4270  Real  Property  Appraisers. 

Your  Legislative  and  Personnel  Committee,  Supervisor  Roger  Boas, 
Supervisor  John  A.  Ertola,  and  the  writer,  has  held  nine  separate  ses- 
sions of  several  hours  duration  each,  during  daytime,  evening,  week-end 
and  holiday  hours,  in  order  to  give  mature  deliberation  to  the  important 
matter  of  salary  standardization.  It  has  conducted  an  exhaustive  study 
of  the  data  submitted  by  the  Civil  Service  Commission,  individual 
employees,  other  interested  persons,  and  organizations.  The  counsel 
of  all  members  of  the  Board  was  cordially  invited  at  any  or  all  of  those 
meetings,  and  the  Committee  welcomed  that  which  was  offered.  It  was 
particularly  encouraging  to  note  that  most  of  the  other  Board  members 
were  in  attendance  at  one  or  more  of  our  meetings. 

The  Committee  members  are  grateful  for  the  full  measure  of  ad- 
vices which  their  Board  colleagues  so  cooperatively  offered.

The  Clerk  presented  a  statement  by  Supervisor  Blake,  reading  as 
follows:  "I  regret  that  I  am  not  able  to  be  in  attendance  at  today's 
meeting  to  discuss  the  all-important  problem  of  the  Panhandle  and 
Golden  Gate  freeway. 

"Unfortunately,  today  commences  my  annual  tour  of  active  duty 
with  the  United  States  Navy. 

"I  vigorously  opposed  construction  of  either  the  Panhandle  freeway 
or  the  Golden  Gate  freeway  because  I  believe  it  would  be  detrimental 
to  the  City  and  County  and  would  not  serve  the  purpose  intended. 

"I  voted  against  the  resolutions  which  were  prepared  in  Committee 
and  also  against  the  conditions  which  were  included  therein. 

"As  an  elective  representative  of  all  the  people,  I  respectfully  request 
that  this  Board  take  no  action  on  the  matter  until  I  return  from  my 
military  leave  in  approximately  three  weeks." 

Motion  to  Continue  Consideration. 

Supervisor  Moscone,  seconded  by  Supervisor  Francois,  moved  that 
consideration  be  continued  to  March  21,  1966,  at  which  time,  hope- 
fully, the  full  Board  membership  will  be  present.

Supervisor  Morrison  stated  that  in  the  past  several  days,  there  has 
been  mounting  tention  and  discussion  on  which  freeway  proposal 
should  be  chosen  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  which  one  is  best 
for  San  Francisco.  It  is  my  judgment  that  we  should  choose  the  Golden 
Gate  Freeway  and  not  the  Panhandle  Freeway.  In  committee  hearings 
it  was  brought  out  that  the  Golden  Gate  Freeway  offered  many  more 
opportunities  for  enhancement  rather  than  the  Panhandle  Freeway. 
The  design  consultants,  if  they  were  put  to  the  test,  they  would  favor 
the  Golden  Gate  Freeway,  The  Panhandle  route  would  serve  San 
Francisco  traffic  to  a  great  extent,  about  75  percent  of  the  traffic  would 
be  used  by  San  Franciscans  and  about  25  percent  used  by  people  going 
to  and  from  Marin  County.  Nevertheless,  the  Panhandle  Freeway 
would  over-crowd  the  Central  Freeway.  The  Golden  Gate  Freeway 
would  take  traffic  across  Market  Street  and  would  not  dump  it  into 
local  streets. 

The  cost  of  building  the  Golden  Gate  Freeway  would  be  three  or 
four  times  greater  in  the  future,  if  we  do  not  go  ahead  now  and  build 
it.  The  area  around  the  Ferry  Building  and  Fisherman's  Wharf  is  in 
for  a  great  deal  of  development  and  the  Golden  Gate  Freeway  would 
help  speed  this  needed  work. 

The  resolution  for  the  Golden  Gate  Freeway  imposes  design  controls 
that  the  committee  wished  to  include  in  the  wording  and  will  force  the 
State  of  California  to  abide  by  them.  It  is  my  opinion  that  if  San  Fran- 
cisco cannot  have  such  controls,  the  freeway  should  not  be  built.  The 
resolution  has  every  protection  for  San  Francisco  to  safeguard  its  in- 
terest.  The  Golden  Gate  Freeway  is  the  freeway  for  San  Francisco. 

Supervisor  Blake  stated  that  he  is  for  freeways  in  San  Francisco  and 
we  have  to  have  freeways.  I  want  to  know  all  the  facts  whether  it  is 
the  Crosstown  Tunnel,  a  freeway  down  Van  Ness  Avenue  or  any  other 
proposal.  In  the  various  studies  and  reports  on  freeways,  only  certain 
items  were  allowed  to  be  studied  and  thus  we  don't  have  all  the  facts. 
The  hands  of  the  various  study  committees  have  been  tied  down  by 
restricting  them  to  study  only  certain  items. 

These  freeway  proposals  should  be  rejected  as  we  do  not  have  all  of 
the  facts.  You  cannot  make  an  objective  decision.  We  are  being  pushed 
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into  the  construction  of  a  freeway  because  we  are  told  that  Federal 
funds  will  be  lost.  Several  years  ago  Federal  highway  funds  were  low 
but  additional  funds  were  allocated.  This  same  thing  can  happen  again. 
These  three  items  should  be  rejected. 

Supervisor  Tinney  stated  that  this  is  the  day  when  we  must  make 
a  decision  on  freeways.  This  Board  of  Supervisors  has  approved  many 
freeways  in  the  past,  some  small  and  some  large.  The  two  freeway 
proposals  before  us  have  had  the  best  study  by  all  concerned.

three  years  of  the  offering  for  sale  of  land  in  the  Golden  Gateway, 
with  no  response  from  other  developers,  local  or  otherwise,  until  the 
day  before  the  date  on  which  the  Agency  was  to  announce  its  decision 
to  negotiate  with  the  group  represented  by  Mr.  Crow;  that  the  plan 
for  the  Yerba  Buena  Project  provided  that  preference  would  be  given 
to  present  owners  of  property  in  the  area  for  purchase  of  land. 

Supervisor  Blake,  seconded  by  Supervisor  Ertola,  moved  that  con- 
sideration be  continued  one  week. 
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Supervisor  Francois  suggested  that  during  the  week  some  provision

In  response  to  a  question  by  Supervisor  McCarthy,  Ray  D.  Leavitt, 
Chief  Assistant  Assessor,  stated  that — on  the  basis  of  information  he 
had  received  concerning  the  conduct  of  the  investigation  in  Alameda 
County — practical  difficulties  existed  which  would  make  it  impossible 
for  personnel  of  the  Assessor's  office  to  be  assigned  in  the  next  three 
months  to  work  with  private  accountants  in  examining  the  books  of 
some  150  firms  in  San  Francisco. 

Supervisor  Ertola   inquired   as  to  whether  the  Board  is  setting  the 
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stage  for  an  investigation  and  at  the  same  time  relying  upon  the  City 
Attorney's  advice  not  to  comply  with  the  writ  as  it  is  submitted. 

Supervisor  Tinney,  seconded  by  Supervisor  Boas,  moved  as  an 
amendment  to  the  amended  motion  that  the  words  "under  the  mandate 
of  the  Court"  be  deleted.  He  said  that  the  motion  is  made  without 
reference  to  the  mandate  and  without  reference  to  the  termination  of 
the  current  criminal  trial  but  merely  pursuant  to  the  Board's  obligation 
to  initiate  an  investigation. 

Supervisor  Francois  stated  that  it  was  his  understanding  that  the 
investigation  will  go  ahead  immediately  following  arrangements  made 
by  the  Clerk,  as  approved  by  the  Board,  and  not  be  deferred  until  the 
end  of  the  criminal  trial. 

Supervisor  Tinney  stated  that  this  would  be  the  first  step  in  the 
investigation  and  it  is  without  reference  to  the  time  involved  in  any 
other  proceeding.  Certain  orderly  steps  will  have  to  be  taken.  In  ac- 
cordance with  the  remarks  of  the  City  Attorney,  the  investigation  will 
have  to  be  of  the  type  which  will  safeguard  against  violating  any  of 
the  rights  of  persons  who  happen  to  be  involved. 

City  Attorney  O'Connor  stated  that  he  believed  the  foregoing  is 
acceptable  since  it  would  be  setting  up  the  procedures  to  be  followed 
immediately  after  the  criminal  trial  has  concluded.  He  continued  that 
his  advice  to  the  Board  is  that  the  investigation  not  proceed  until  the 
conclusion  of  the  Wolden  trial  but  that  he  also  said  that  his  interpreta- 
tion of  this  motion  is  that  it  will  not  stop  the  appeal;  it  does  not  force 
the  Board  to  follow  the  provisions  of  the  Court's  mandate,  as  stated, 
with  respect  to  the  hiring  of  personnel  and  the  periodic  submittal  of 
reports  to  the  Court,  but  it  does  start  the  preliminary  steps  toward  an 
investigation  which  should  be  made;  and  whereas  there  may  be  a  timing 
of  the  preliminary  steps  a  little  ahead  of  the  conclusion  of  the  trial,  it 
does  not  in  his  view  change  what  he  has  told  the  Board  as  his  best 
advice. 

Supervisor  Morrison  stated  his  hope  that  by  next  week  the  Board 
will  have  before  it  an  appropriation  to  hire  the  experts  to  go  ahead 
with  the  investigation. 

In  response  to  Supervisor  Blake's  inquiry,  the  City  Attorney  stated 
that  it  is  a  question  of  judgment  as  to  how  many  preliminary  steps  can 
be  taken  without  prejudicing  the  defendant  in  the  criminal  trial.  The 
motion  indicates  that  the  Board  is  taking  preliminary  steps  in  this  mat- 
ter and  that  is  what  is  going  to  be  done  in  county  and  state  offices — 
it  is  not  prejudicial.  The  City  Attorney  continued  that  the  Board  needs 
money  to  do  that.  Perhaps  it  would  be  better  in  his  view  to  defer  such 
appropriation,  but  again  it  is  a  matter  of  discretion  to  defer  the  ap- 
propriation of  the  money  to  do  something  until  a  man  is  through  with 
h's  trial;  but  he  did  not  think  it  would  be  so  prejudicial  as  to  influence 
the  court  proceedings;  if  you  believe  that — talking  about  money  to  do 
this  prior  to  the  time  the  trial  is  over — you  may  consider  it  to  be 
prejudicial.

Report  of  Clerk  concerning  steps  taken  toward  conduct  by  the  Board 
of  a  full  investigation,  inquiry  and  examination  into  the  matter  of 
alleged  loss  of  property  tax  revenues  through  under-assessments  or 
escaped  assessment.

Clerk's  memorandum  report  of  April  11,  1966,  with  attachments, 
presented,  along  with  copy  of  Superior  Court  Order  dated  April  11, 
1966  (Action  No.  564237,  Knoflf  v.  San  Francisco),  directing  that  ap- 
peal from  the  order  and  judgment  granting  peremptory  writ  of  mandate 
shall  not  operate  as  a  stay  of  execution.

Directing  initiation  of  request  for  supplemental  appropriation. 
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Supervisor  Tinney,  seconded  by  Supervisor  Francois,  moved  that  the 
Clerk  be  and  he  is  hereby  directed  to  initiate  a  request  for  a  supple- 
mental appropriation  of  $60,000  from  such  funds  as  are  available  for 
the  purpose,  to  the  credit  of  Appropriation  No.  5.181.200.000,  Con- 
tractual Services,  Board  of  Supervisors,  for  the  purpose  of  entering 
into  a  contract  on  behalf  of  said  Board  with  a  firm  of  independent 
auditors  acting  as  an  independent  contractor,  for  investigation  and 
audit  of  certain  assessments  of  property  in  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco. 

Supervisors  Morrison  and  Tinney  expressed  their  desire  that  the  ap- 
propriation of  funds  be  expedited  as  much  as  possible. 

Deputy  City  Attorney  Ward  advised  that  the  Charter  requires  that 
requests  for  supplemental  appropriations  be  approved  by  the  Mayor 
prior  to  submittal  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

The  Clerk  stated  that  if  the  proposed  appropriation  is  construed 
ultimately  to  be  an  emergency  measure,  the  Board  might,  at  first  pres- 
entation, by  unanimous  vote,  enact  it.  If  not,  under  no  circumstances 
could  it  be  enacted  on  initial  presentation.  There  is  a  question  whether 
an  emergency  exists  as  defined  by  the  Charter,  since  the  Board  has 
been  told  that  the  statute  of  limitations  would  not  operate  to  bar  re- 
coveries until  next  March.  Deputy  City  Attorney  Bernard  Ward  veri- 
fied the  fact  that  an  emergency  must  be  found  to  exist  under  the  terms 
of  Charter  Section  16. 

Supervisor  Morrison  observed  that  the  proposed  appropriation  of 
$60,000  apparently  assumes  that  150  accounts  will  be  audited — those 
named  in  the  Grand  Jury  transcript.  He  said  that  it  was  not  clear  to 
him  that  the  Board  should  confine  itself  to  an  audit  of  unsecured  per- 
sonal property  assessments  but  should  also  include  personal  property 
on  the  secured  roll  and  real  property  assessments.  He  asked  what  sum 
would  be  needed  if  the  investigation  comprehends  an  audit  of  personal 
property  on  the  unsecured  roll,  personal  property  on  the  secured  roll, 
and  real  property. 

The  Clerk  advised  that  the  estimates  submitted  were  taken,  not  from 
the  Grand  Jury  transcript,  but  from  firms  which  were  named  in  the 
civil  trial  and  the  criminal  trial  currently  in  progress.  The  number  of 
150  firms  was  mentioned  by  the  Chief  Assistant  Assessor  at  last  week's 
Board  meeting;  this  figure  was  taken  as  an  arbitrary  figure.  The 
$60,000  estimate  was  arrived  at  on  the  basis  of  auditing  150  firms  in- 
volved only  on  the  unsecured  roll.  If  the  Board  desires  an  investigation 
of  the  entire  roll,  some  200,000  parcels  would  be  involved;  the  cost 
would  be  astronomical.  The  Clerk  quoted  subparagraph  (b)  and  (c) 
of  his  memorandum  report  of  April  1 1 ,  as  follows: 

"(b)  The  audit  may  be  confined  to  unsecured  assessments,  or.  alterna- 
tively, may  include  both  secured  and  unsecured  assessments,  or  various 
combinations.  Only  selected  unsecured  assessments  were  audited  in 
Alameda  County. 

"(c)  The  scope  of  the  audit  to  be  undertaken  may  be  confined,  in  the 
Board's  discretion,  to  those  firms  which  were  formally  represented  in 
the  Assessor's  Office  (with  respect  to  unsecured  assessments)  by  tax 
consultants  such  as  Mr.  Tooke.  Mr.  Brothers,  and  others.  Preliminary 
lists  of  firms  are  available  from  the  transcript  of  the  civil  action  (Knoff) 
totalling  35,  and  from  the  criminal  trial  transcript  currently  totalling 
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102.  Or,  the  scope  may  be  expanded  to  include  all  assessees,  or  ran- 
dom samplings,  or  combinations.  In  Alameda  County,  only  tax  con- 
sultants' accounts  were  audited." 

Deputy  City  Attorney  George  Baglin  said  that  in  the  letter  addressed 
to  the  President  of  the  Board,  the  City  Attorney  recommended  that 
the  Board's  inquiry  under  Charter  Section  21 — when  it  is  made — 
should  go  into  all  phases  of  the  conduct  of  the  Assessor's  Office.  There 
was  no  intent  that  there  be  any  limitation  on  the  inquiry.  It  was  also 
stated  that  at  the  conclusion  of  the  trial,  necessary  experts  should  be 
employed.

be  changed  from  "District  1:  Office  and  Retail"  to  "Dis- 
trict 3:  Transitional  and  Commercial.";  and,  (2)  in  Dis- 
trict No.  1,  Office  and  Retail,  and  District  No.  2,  Special 
Use,  the  minimum  height  for  buildings  be  changed  from 
"10  stories"  to  "none".

Supervisor  Ertola  read  to  the  Board  letters  from  the  firms  of  Baker, 
Hamilton  and  Pacific  and  Blake,  Moffitt  &  Towne  requesting  that  the 
Board  delay  action  on  the  redevelopment  plan  in  order  to  give  business 
leaders  an  opportunity  to  make  suggestions  that  will  be  beneficial  to 
all  parties  concerned.

(April  4,  1966 — Pursuant  to  motion  adopted,  Clerk  directed 
to  take  such  steps  as  are  necessary  to  conduct  the  investi- 
gation of  assessments  in  the  City  and  County,  subject  to 
counsel  and  advice  of  the  City  Attorney,  and  to  report  to 
the  Board  each  Monday  as  a  special  order  of  Business  at 
2:00  p.m.,  subject  to  further  orders  of  the  Board.) 

The  Clerk  provided  each  Board  member  with  copies  of  memoranda 
dated  April  13,  April  14,  and  April  18,  1966,  outlining  steps  taken 
during  the  past  week,  copies  of  which  are  contained  in  the  file.  He 
stated  that  subsequent  to  dictation  of  the  foregoing  memoranda,  the 
Finance  Committee  had  held  a  meeting  and  discussed  with  representa- 
tives of  the  State  Board  of  Equalization  and  the  State  Attorney  Gen- 
eral their  proposed  participation  in  the  audit  and  investigation. 

Consideration  Temporarily  Postponed. 

There  being  no  objection,  at  the  request  of  Supervisor  Tinney,  the 
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foilowirig  recommendations  of  Finance  Committee,  appearing  oti  the 
calendar  under  "New  Business"  were  taken  up  out  of  order: 

Appropriating  $60,000,  Board  of  Supervisors,  for  audit  of  assessment 
records. 

File  No.  208-66-1,  Ordinance  No. 

Supervisor  Tinney  advised  that  both  the  State  Board  of  Equalization 
and  the  State  Attorney  General  have  offered  to  participate  in  the  audit. 
Because  most  of  the  work  would  come  within  the  ordinary  scope  of 
their  activities,  there  would  be  no  charge  for  participation  by  the  office 
of  the  State  Attorney  General.  The  State  Board  of  Equalization  esti- 
mates that  it  would  cost  $5,300  per  month  for  that  office  to  provide  a 
team. 

The  estimate  of  the  State  Board  of  Equalization  of  the  time  involved 
seems  to  be  more  economical  than  that  of  Ernst  &  Ernst.  The  Com- 
mittee is  hopeful  that  the  services  can  be  performed  at  a  cost  some- 
where between  the  two  estimates.  The  State  Board  of  Equalization 
has  a  staff  of  25  auditors  in  Chicago  and  25  in  New  York  on  a  year- 
round  basis.  These  staffs  would  be  made  available,  so  there  would  be 
a  very  substantial  saving  in  travel  time  and  per  diem  expense. 

Supervisor  Moscone  observed  that  the  Attorney  General  seems  to 
provide  the  efficiency  the  Board  is  looking  for.  He  wondered  what 
benefit  the  City  might  receive  by  hiring  the  private  firm. 

Supervisor  Tinney  responded  that  he  had  questioned  the  representa- 
tive of  the  Attorney  General  as  to  his  viewpoint  upon  the  employment 
of  Ernst  &  Ernst  by  the  City.  The  Attorney  General's  representative 
said  that  he  endorsed  the  plan.  There  are  many  areas,  he  believed, 
in  which  his  office  and  the  firm  of  Ernst  &  Ernst  could  be  of  help  to 
each  other. 

Supervisor  Francois  said  that  the  Attorney  General's  representative 
indicated  that  office's  participation  would  be  limited  to  programming 
the  audit.  Supervisor  Francois  believed  the  Board  of  Equalization  is 
under  the  assumption  that  the  City  will  hire  private  auditors.  He  con- 
curred with  Supervisor  Tinney  that  there  would  be  an  advantage  in 
having  private  auditors.  Such  advantages  are  obvious  if  litigation 
should  ensue.  He  urged  approval  of  the  contract  with  Ernst  &  Ernst 
and  with  the  public  agencies. 

Supervisor  Ertola  stated  that  several  weeks  ago  there  was  to  be  no 
limitation  on  the  number  of  audits  to  be  made.  He  expressed  his  hope 
that  the  agreement  will  not  limit  itself  to  any  set  number  of  firms 
named  in  the  transcript  of  the  proceedings  before  the  Grand  Jury. 

Supervisor  Tinney  responded  that  at  least  150  firms  will  be  audited. 
Obviously  if  the  results  of  those  audits  are  as  has  been  indicated  to 
the  Board,  there  will  be  a  great  many  other  audits,  and  perhaps  dif- 
ferent methods  will  be  employed  in  pursuing  the  investigation  in  the 
most  economical  way.  The  audit  will  start  with  those  firms  named  in 
the  Grand  Jury  transcript  and  any  others  that  come  to  the  attention 
of  the  auditing  team.

BUDGET  STATEMENT  OF 
SUPERVISOR  JOSEPH  E.  TINNEY 

ON  BEHALF  OF  FINANCE  COMMITTEE 

The  Finance  Committee  presents  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  today 
the  proposed  budget  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  for  the 
fiscal  year  1966-1967.  The  Committee,  in  view  of  the  time  limitations 
established  by  law,  asks  that  the  Board  defer  action  upon  the  proposed 
budget  for  one  week,  and  that  it  be  adopted  at  the  regular  meeting  of 
the  Board  on  May  16,  after  approval  of  the  amendments  proposed  by 
the  Committee. 

Two  itemized  lists,  1)  budget  and  2)  supplemental  budget,  of  Finance 
Committee  recommendations  have  been  furnished    Board  members. 
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They,  together  with  the  two  volumes  of  the  budget,  and  the  supple- 
mental budget  requests,  constitute  a  comprehensive  budget  report. 

While  the  members  of  the  Finance  Committee  (my  colleagues  are 
Supervisors  Blake,  Boas,  Francois,  and  Morrison)  did  not  agree  com- 
pletely on  every  one  of  the  thousands  of  appropriations  requested  by  the 
department  heads,  they  reviewed  each  item  as  their  individual  con- 
sciences dictated,  in  what  was  deemed  by  each  to  be  the  best  interests 
of  the  community.  Putting  aside  the  relatively  minor  differences  of 
opinion  which  developed  in  order  to  submit  unified  and  on  the  whole 
acceptable  recommendations  to  the  Board,  they  have  agreed  that  their 
recommendations  shall  come  to  the  Board  with  unanimity  and  without 
recordation  of  any  of  the  informal  dissents  which  may  have  been  ex- 
pressed. However,  each  reserves  the  right  of  debate  should  the  occasion 
therefor  arise. 

The  Finance  Committee  has  held  thirteen  separate  meetings  to  con- 
sider the  voluminous  proposed  budget,  eight  of  which  have  extended 
into  the  early  morning  hours.  After  exhaustive  scrutiny,  and  with  the 
object  of  effecting  expenditure  curtailments  without  impairing  essential 
services,  it  submits  the  recommendations  dealt  with  hereinbelow. 

BUDGET  TOTALS  AND  TAX  RATE: 

Departmental  budget  requests  for  $415,378,432  and  supplemental 
budget  requests  for  $11,211,936  submitted  to  the  Mayor,  totaled  $426,- 
590,368,  an  increase  of  $43,240,266  over  the  current  budget. 

The  Mayor  approved  $389,399,552  of  the  budget  requests  and  $5,- 
766,71 1  of  the  supplemental  budget  requests,  or  a  total  of  $395,166,263 
including  salary  standardization  adjustments  to  date  but  excluding  bond 
funds. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  a  further  reduction  of  $1,984,- 
424  in  budget  requests  and  a  further  reduction  of  $1,527,246  in  supple- 
mental budget  requests,  or  a  total  reduction  of  $3,511,670.  This  is 
subject  to  certain  adjustments  which  will  be  computed  by  the  Controller 
in  due  course. 

It  appears  inevitable,  as  it  has  during  most  recent  years,  that  there 
will  be  an  increase  in  the  ad  valorem  tax  rate.  The  precise  amount  of 
the  increase  cannot  be  ascertained  at  this  time  because  of  revenue  and 
other  adjustments  anticipated  prior  to  September  when  the  tax  rate 
will  be  fixed.  The  expanded  governmental  services  which  our  citizens 
expect  and  demand,  and  the  accompanying  inflationary  economic  trend, 
leave  no  alternative  to  the  continued  rise  in  the  tax  rate.  Our  most 
effective  method  of  resisting  the  trend  is  firm  insistence  upon  opera- 
tional economies  in  all  our  departments,  a  course  to  which  your  Finance 
Committee  is  dedicated. 

As  in  past  years,  the  Committee  reminds  the  Board  of  the  following 
budget  items  over  which,  among  others,  the  Board  has  no  control:  Board 
of  Education  budget  ($77,919,780)  subject  to  possible  increase  for 
salary  and  other  purposes;  salary  requirements  for  all  employees,  in- 
cluding increments  made  mandatory  by  the  voters'  approval  of  various 
Charter  salary  standardization  methods  ($201,916,112);  retirement  con- 
tributions ($18,316,007);  Health  Service  System  contributions  ($2,941,- 
938);  Social  Security  contributions  ($3,632,486);  mandatory  cost  of  con- 
structing, maintaining  and  improving  libraries  ($675,405);  parks  and 
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squares  ($1,688,512);  playgrounds  ($1,181,959);  Art  Commission,  for 
a  symphony  orchestra  ($84,426);  streets,  sewers,  and  buildings  ($14,- 
439,632);  elections  ($532,113);  civil  service  ($84,426);  San  Francisco 
Bay  Area  Air  Pollution  Control  District  ($187,480);  Bay  Area  Rapid 
Transit  District  (30.8  cents  in  tax  rate);  bond  interest  and  redemption 
($28,687,442).  These  items  alone  total  $352,287,718  of  the  $389,399,- 
552  budget  as  submitted  by  the  Mayor,  without  the  supplemental  re- 
quests. 

The  absence  of  Supervisorial  control  over  these  items  and  others 
stresses  the  correlative  that  there  is  a  relatively  minor  portion  of  the 
total  budget  over  which  the  Board  may  exert  any  control.  The  Board's 
jurisdiction  extends  mainly  to  items  for  contractual  services,  personal 
services,  equipment,  materials  and  supplies,  capital  expenditures,  recon- 
struction and  replacement,  and  maintenance  and  repair. 

Nevertheless,  a  determined  effort  has  been  made  to  minimize  the 
increase  in  the  tax  rate,  which  will  be  computed  in  September  following 
ascertainment  of  revenue  and  other  adjustments. 

SPECIFIC  ITEMS: 

Since  a  few  of  the  items  which  appear  in  the  budget  before  you  have 
attracted  more  than  average  public  interest  as  reflected  in  correspon- 
dence, press  reports,  personal  contacts,  and  otherwise,  the  Finance 
Committee  should  like  to  recall  your  attention  to  them  specifically  and 
briefly: 

NEW  EMPLOYMENTS: 

Department  heads  requested  in  the  budget  and  supplemental  budget 
a  total  of  1704  new  employments.  The  Mayor  reduced  that  number  to 
953.  The  Finance  Committee  recommends  that  the  Board  allow  889. 
Of  the  latter  number,  101  are  located  in  the  School  Department  (over 
which  the  Board  of  Supervisors  has  no  control),  58  in  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment, 55  in  the  Police  Department,  221  in  the  Public  Health  Depart- 
ment, and  40  in  the  Public  Utilities.  Since  the  personal  service  total  is 
the  largest  single  factor  in  the  budget,  exceedingly  careful  review  was 
accorded  each  request  for  a  new  position.  Favorable  Committee  action 
was  accorded  only  to  those  which  were  justified  by  demonstrable  public 
need. 

AGING,  OFFICE  OF: 

On  January  24,  1966,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  adopted  Resolution 
No.  56-66  urging  the  Mayor  to  create  an  Office  of  Aging.  The  Mayor 
in  response  thereto  has  submitted  a  supplemental  budget  request  of 
$48,461,  which  has  been  recommended  by  the  Finance  Committee  with 
the  exception  of  one  position  of  Assistant  Deputy  for  Social  Programs 
and  one  position  of  Senior  Clerk  Stenographer  with  related  reduced 
amounts  for  contractual  services  and  equipment. 

ART  COMMISSION: 

A  new  program  has  been  recommended,  with  an  initial  appropriation 
of  $  1 ,500,  for  development  of  a  program  for  neighborhood  participation 
in  the  Art  Festival  with  the  cooperation  of  neighborhood  groups.  Should 
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the  pilot  program,  not  yet  organized,  be  successful,  expansion  of  the 
concept  may  be  considered  in  subsequent  years. 

CHIEF  ADMINISTRATIVE  OFFICER: 

The  Committee  recommends  appropriation  of  $1,480,000  to  the 
Publicity  and  Advertising  Fund,  compared  to  $1,335,000  for  the  current 
year.  The  Chief  Administrative  Officer  has  submitted  to  the  Finance 
Committee  a  list  (available  to  all  Board  members)  of  proposed  expendi- 
tures from  the  Fund,  indicating  specifically  the  activities  which  will  be 
supported  for  the  forthcoming  fiscal  year.  It  is  emphasized  that  all 
appropriations  to  the  Fund  are  supported  by  revenues  derived  from  the 
Transient  Hotel  Room  Tax. 

An  item  of  Pigeon  Control,  Civic  Center  Area,  amounting  to  $10,000, 
appears  in  the  supplemental  requests.  It  is  contemplated  that  the 
services  of  a  pigeon  control  company  for  one  year  will  be  obtained  to 
reduce  the  pigeon  flocks  in  all  City  and  County  buildings  and  open 
spaces  in  the  Civic  Center  area,  with  possible  extensions  of  such  service. 

CITY  PLANNING  DEPARTMENT: 

Requests  include  one  for  funds  in  the  amount  of  $20,000  as  San 
Francisco's  10%  share  of  the  total  cost  of  advance  physical  planning 
for  the  area  of  the  City  which  may  be  selected  for  treatment  under  the 
terms  of  the  Federal  Demonstration  Cities  Bill  (H.R.  12341).  A  com- 
panion request  is  included  under  the  Human  Rights  Commission.  The 
Finance  Committee  has  specified  that  no  money  is  to  be  spent  until  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  further  and  specifically  approves  expenditures. 

CIVIL  SERVICE  COMMISSION: 

Two  electrocardiograph  technicians,  with  equipment,  materials  and 
supplies,  quarters,  remodeling  expenses,  etc.,  were  requested  for  a  new 
Centralized  Medical  Processing  Center.  The  substantial  expense  does 
not  appear  to  be  warranted  at  this  time,  since  the  services  to  be  per- 
formed may  be  rendered  by  other  medical  facilities  close  at  hand. 

CONTROLLER: 

Provision  for  the  Central  Electronic  Data  Processing  Complex,  and 
for  allied  functions  in  other  departments,  is  made  in  a  growing  amount. 
The  total  amount  appropriated  in  all  departments  for  EDP  is  $1,106,- 
572,  as  compared  to  $834,398  for  1965-1966. 

DE  YOUNG  MUSEUM: 

Fourteen  new  employees  and  related  costs  are  included  for  the  new 
West  Wing  to  house  the  Brundage  Collection  of  Oriental  Art. 

An  item  of  Other  Professional  and  Special  Services  requested  in  the 
amount  of  $12,000  with  which  to  continue  payments  to  Dr.  Walter 
Heil  was  reduced  by  the  Mayor  to  $6,000  so  that  such  compensation  will 
terminate  on  December  31,  1966.  The  Finance  Committee  has  recom- 
mended approval  of  the  $6,000. 

ECONOMIC  OPPORTUNITY  COUNCIL: 

The  Economic  Opportunity  Act  of  1964  requires  that  10%  of  the 
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cost  of  Community  Action  Programs  be  provided  by  the  local  com- 
munity. The  Council  has  submitted,  with  the  Mayor's  approval,  a  sup- 
plemental budget  request  for  $210,000  as  the  City  and  County's  cash 
contribution  toward  their  programs  for  1966-67.  The  Mayor  has  stated 
that  these  programs  have  not  yet  been  defined  nor  has  the  overall  pro- 
gram been  formally  approved  by  the  Economic  Opportunity  Council. 
The  Finance  Committee  devoted  a  substantial  amount  of  time  in  explor- 
ing the  proposed  program  with  the  Mayor  and  representatives  of  the 
Council  and  various  target  areas.  The  Committee  intends  to  direct  a 
letter  to  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Council  along  the  following 
lines:  "From  a  budgetary  standpoint,  which  seems  to  be  the  limit  of  the 
activity  we  are  presently  engaged  in,  it  appears  to  be  the  consensus  of 
remarks  made  both  by  members  of  the  Finance  Committee  and  those 
persons  who  have  appeared  before  the  Committee  that  in  this  stage  of 
the  development  of  the  program  it  would  be  far  more  preferable  to  have 
fiscal  matters  presented  by  your  central  administration  than  by  the 
separate  target  areas.  We  would  like  clarification  as  to  where  policy 
decisions  are  coming  from  with  respect  to  the  budgetary  program  since 
it  is  the  desire  of  the  Finance  Committee  that  the  decisions  come  from 
a  central  source.  The  Committee  will  be  disinclined  to  give  final  ap- 
proval of  local  participating  funds  for  the  E.O.C.  program  until  the 
question  of  who  is  to  be  held  responsible  for  expenditures  is  cleared  up." 

It  is  the  Finance  Committee's  intention  in  submitting  the  $210,000 
for  Board  approval  that  the  fund  be  earmarked  as  being  unavailable  for 
appropriation  and  use  until  such  time  as  the  Finance  Committee  is  given 
the  opportunity  to  fully  explore  the  program  of  the  Council  on  a 
definitive  basis,  and  has  approved  specific  expenditures  from  the  fund. 

FIRE  DEPARTMENT: 

On  July  16,  1965,  the  56-hour  duty  work-week  of  the  fire  fighting 
forces  was  reduced  to  a  54-hour  work-week.  This  2-hour  work-week 
reduction  was  granted  to  the  fire  fighting  force  on  the  basis  of  one  24- 
hour  shift  off-duty  every  81  days.  To  overcome  the  deficiency,  58  new 
positions  were  recommended  by  the  Mayor  and  have  the  concurrence  of 
the  Finance  Committee. 

HUMAN  RIGHTS  COMMISSION: 

As  noted  in  the  comments  concerning  the  City  Planning  Department, 
funds  are  also  requested  here  ($50,000)  as  San  Francisco's  10%  share 
of  the  total  cost  of  advance  social  planning  under  the  Demonstration 
Cities  Bill.  The  funds  will  not  be  released  pending  further  approval 
from  the  Board  of  Supervisors  as  to  details  of  the  program  and  specific 
expenditures. 

The  work  of  this  Commission  is  expanding,  and  the  authorized  staff 
has  grown  from  its  initial  complement  of  8  in  1964-1965  to  14  as 
requested  in  this  budget,  with  a  growth  in  expenditures  from  $69,476 
to  $209,379. 

MUNICIPAL  RAILWAY: 

Included  was  a  request  for  $400,000  for  track  reconstruction  and 
repair  on  the  "N"  line,  Judah  between  30th  and  42nd  Avenues,  or  such 
other  locations  as  may  present  more  urgent  need  for  track  reconstruc- 
tion. The  Finance  Committee  is  informed  by  the  Controller's  oflRce  that 
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several  hundred  thousand  dollars  for  this  purpose  is  available  from 
previous  years.  Also,  local  and  interurban  transit  plans  presently  being 
drafted  may  effect  drastic  changes  in  railway  routes  throughout  the 
City.  Consequently,  the  item  is  recommended  for  deletion,  in  order  that 
comprehensive  plans  for  the  future  may  be  adequately  evaluated. 

The  total  Municipal  Railway  budget  for  the  forthcoming  fiscal  year, 
as  presently  recommended,  is  $29,556,945,  which  will  require  support 
from  the  ad  valorem  tax  rate  in  the  amount  of  $9,694,645. 

POLICE  DEPARTMENT: 

Committee  recommendations  include  55  new  positions,  of  which  15 
are  Patrolmen  and  30  are  School  Crossing  Guards.  The  former,  with 
supervisory  personnel,  are  deemed  necessary  by  the  department  to  cope 
with  an  increased  workload,  although  there  are  approximately  59  un- 
filled positions  in  the  uniformed  force  at  the  present  time.  The  Finance 
Committee,  in  view  of  the  recruitment  problem,  has  qualified  its  recom- 
mendation for  the  15  Patrolmen  by  specifying  that  funds  are  to  be 
appropriated  therefor  commencing  on  January  1,   1967. 

The  School  Crossing  Guards  will  handle  duties,  as  civilian  personnel, 
operating  part-time  during  the  hours  only  when  the  crossings  should  be 
covered  to  preserve  the  safety  of  the  students,  thus  releasing  uniform 
personnel. 

PUBLIC  ADMINISTRATOR-PUBLIC  GUARDIAN: 

Twelve  new  employments  were  requested  to  continue  on  a  permanent 
basis  temporary  employments  authorized  during  the  current  fiscal  year. 
Since  four  of  these  positions  remain  unfilled,  the  Committee  believes 
that  the  remaining  eight  which  it  has  recommended  will  be  adequate  to 
discharge  the  increased  duties  of  the  Public  Guardian's  function. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH: 

The  Department  of  Public  Health  supplemental  budget  for  1966-1967 
contains  a  number  of  requests  for  funds  which  relate  to  the  passage  of 
the  California  Medical  Assistance  Program  and  Federal  Medicare  legis- 
lation. The  Mayor  approved  the  items  in  the  Laguna  Honda  Hospital 
and  San  Francisco  General  Hospital  supplemental  budgets.  He  disap- 
proved the  items  in  the  Central  Office  and  Hassler  Hospital  supple- 
mental budgets.  The  funds  will  be  subject  to  reappropriation  within  the 
Department  of  Public  Health  as  the  programs  develop.  Many  regula- 
tions for  these  programs  are  yet  to  be  determined  and  contracts  with  the 
Federal  Government  are  yet  to  be  signed.  John  Forbes  &  Company  is 
being  employed  to  install  a  billing  system  for  the  Department  of  Public 
Health.  The  Finance  Committee  has  placed  a  hold  on  these  budgetary 
items  pending  further  definition  of  the  program  and  precise  indication 
of  objects  of  expenditure. 

A  budget  item  of  $15,000  was  included  for  financial  assistance  to  the 
Telegraph  Hill  Neighborhood  Clinic,  which  the  Finance  Committee 
recommends  be  set  at  a  figure  of  $7,500.  The  Committee  has  observed 
that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  recognized  a  degree  of  urgency  in  its 
decision  last  year  to  provide  $15,000  for  continued  operation,  but  that 
the  assistance  was  of  a  temporary  nature,  and  the  organization  should 
appear  before  the  Finance  Committee  to  discuss  its  plans  for  future 
operation  and  financing  thereof. 
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The  program  of  the  Community  Mental  Health  Services  continues  to 
expand  and  provide  needed  services.  A  new  project  on  mental  retarda- 
tion is  included  in  the  current  budget  requests.  All  in  all,  this  division 
of  the  Department  of  Public  Health,  if  the  budget  requests  submitted  by 
the  Finance  Committee  are  approved,  will  grow  from  242  to  282  em- 
ployees, with  a  total  budget  allowance  increased  from  $2,563,866  to 
$3,290,455  as  compared  to  1965-66. 

PUBLIC  LIBRARY: 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  continued  implementation  of 
the  program  undertaken  to  raise  the  quality  of  overall  Library  services 
in  San  Francisco  and  to  improve  the  physical  plant  and  augment  the 
staff.  The  Committee  recommends  addition  of  a  capital  item  (so 
described  by  the  Controller  and  Chief  Deputy  City  Attorney  Blanchard) 
of  "Library  Books,  Reference,"  in  an  amount  of  $100,000,  which  would 
bring  the  1966-67  allowance  for  library  books  to  $650,000,  plus  $68,500 
for  McNaughten  Plan  lease  books,  which  is  more  nearly  in  line  with  the 
minimum  needs  of  the  Public  Library  for  proper  service  to  the  com- 
munity. 

PUBLIC  WORKS: 

Continuation  of  the  Market  Street  Design  Project  is  provided  for  in 
a  budget  item  of  $300,000.  Urban  Design  Architectural  Consultants 
will  be  retained,  and  the  Transit  Task  Force  will  continue  with  its  oper- 
ations to  assure  that  their  work  will  be  accomplished  in  time  to  accom- 
modate decision  areas  affected  by  the  Bay  Area  Rapid  Transit  District 
timetable. 

A  supplemental  budget  request  appears,  to  effect  a  reorganization  of 
the  Bureau  of  Accounts  due  to  creation  of  a  Bureau  of  Personnel  Ad- 
ministration in  the  Department  of  Public  Works.  The  reassignments, 
without  new  positions  or  funds,  is  recommended  by  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee. 

For  1965-66,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  appropriated  $600,000  for 
defraying  costs  of  moving  various  utility  lines  from  Market  Street  in 
conjunction  with  the  program  of  the  Bay  Area  Rapid  Transit  District. 
It  was  designed  as  a  capital  item,  for  relocation  of  the  high-pressure 
auxiliary  water  supply  system,  with  $500,000  to  be  spent  for  materials, 
$40,000  for  contingencies,  and  $60,000  for  plans  and  specifications,  all 
limited  to  the  Montgomery,  Powell,  and  Civic  Center  Stations.  Since 
the  Committee  is  informed  that  such  relocation  will  not  be  done,  it  is 
recommending  to  the  Controller  that  the  appropriation  be  cancelled,  and 
that  the  money  be  restored  to  the  General  Fund  surplus,  for  use  in 
reducing  the  tax  rate  for  1966-67. 

With  respect  to  proposed  capital  improvement  projects  involving  the 
widening  of  Bosworth  and  0"Shaughnessy,  Lyell  to  Ulloa;  the  Sixth 
Avenue  widening,  Noriega  to  Lincoln;  the  Seventh  Avenue  and  Laguna 
Honda  Boulevard  widening,  Lawton  to  Woodside;  the  installation  of 
traffic  signals  on  Van  Ness,  Market  to  Bay;  and  the  installation  of  traffic 
signals  at  specific  downtown  intersections,  the  Finance  Committee  has 
specified  that  no  encumbrance  or  expenditure  of  funds  is  to  be  made 
without  prior  approval  of  the  Committee,  in  order  that  precise  and 
comprehensive  details  of  the  projects  may  be  developed  and  approved. 
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SOCIAL  SERVICES: 

The  total  budget,  including  supplemental  recommendations,  is  $62,- 
642,300.  While  the  1965-66  approved  budget  was  $66,813,738,  the 
costs  of  the  Medical  Care  Program  and  the  Medical  Assistance  for  the 
Aged  Program  have  been  eliminated  because  of  the  initiation  of  the 
Medicare  program.  The  department  requested  368  new  employments, 
the  Mayor  approved  310,  and  the  Finance  Committee  has  recommended 
248.  Increases  have  been  represented  as  being  mandatory  due  to  re- 
quirements of  Federal  law  in  the  liberalization  of  caseload  policies  and 
in  the  administration  of  the  Medicare  program  as  supplemented  by  the 
State  Casey  Bill.  Provision  is  included  also  for  the  Food  Stamp  Pro- 
gram. 

The  Department  is  presently  engaged  in  remodeling  the  building  at 
1680  Mission  Stret  for  administration  purposes.  Additionally,  the  de- 
partment requested  $242,000  for  rental  of  office  space  at  965  Mission 
Street,  and  $700,000  for  purchase  of  a  building  at  1665  Mission  Street, 
upon  which  it  contemplated  a  $1,250,000  remodeling  project.  The  Fi- 
nance Committee  has  declined  to  recommend  these  projects  until  such 
time  as  the  department  can  produce  a  comprehensive,  integrated  plan 
of  physical  accommodations  for  the  present  and  future  needs  of  a  con- 
stantly growing  staff.  The  nature  and  extent  of  current  financial  requests 
would  appear  to  indicate  that  bond  issue  revenues  rather  than  ad 
valorem  taxes  should  be  looked  to  for  support,  or  possibly  the  rehabil- 
itation and  remodeling  of  existing  building  at  San  Francisco  General 
Hospital  or  elsewhere  may  provide  the  answer  to  the  problem.  A  great 
deal  more  thought  and  planning  is  required  in  order  to  make  adequate 
provision  for  operation,  and  conserve  tax  funds. 

WAR  MEMORIAL: 

A  total  of  $522,700  has  been  recommended  for  reconstruction  and 
replacements,  an  increase  of  $507,210  over  the  current  year's  allowance. 
Maintenance  and  repair  of  buildings  is  recommended  at  $85,260,  an  in- 
crease of  $51,410.  Included  is  an  item  of  $125,000  in  fees  for  prelim- 
inary planning  and  estimating  in  order  to  authenticate  the  need  and  cost 
of  obtaining  financing  of  improvements  by  general  obligation  bond 
issue. 

TRAVEL  ALLOWANCE: 

The  Airport,  Department  of  Public  Health,  Water  Department,  Fire 
Department,  and  other  budgets  contain  items  for  payment  of  travel 
expenses  of  employees  who  reside  in  San  Francisco  to  places  of  em- 
ployment in  San  Mateo  County.  The  Finance  Committee  is  not  recom- 
mending any  change  at  the  present  time,  but  is  submitting  the  matter  to 
the  Legislative  and  Personnel  Committee  requesting  that  during  the  next 
salary  standardization  review  it  give  consideration  to  such  payments  as 
a  component  of  compensation,  applicable,  if  at  all,  to  employees  who 
reside  inside  and  outside  of  San  Francisco. 

TRAVEL  EXPENSE: 

A  large  number  of  departmental  requests  for  increased  appropriations 
for  intra-State  and  out-of-State  travel  were  scrutinized,  and  most  were 
cut  back  to  levels  of  previous  years.  Additionally,  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee has  laid  down  the  condition  that  no  more  than  two  persons  from 
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any  department  shall  attend  a  convention,  conference,  etc.,  unless  prior 
approval  for  a  greater  number  is  obtained  from  the  Committee. 

ADMINISTRATIVE  PROVISIONS: 

The  Finance  Committee,  on  the  basis  of  data  furnished  by  the  Con- 
troller's Office,  recommends  continuation  of  the  same  charges  levied 
during  the  current  year  for  accommodations,  services,  and  facilities 
furnished  to  employees  in  the  various  departments,  with  the  exception 
that  the  daily  charge  for  meals  and  lodging  at  O'Shaughnessy  Guest 
Cottage  shall  be  $18.00  instead  of  $14.50  per  person,  so  as  to  be  more 
in  line  with  current  costs. 

ACKNOWLEDGMENTS: 

The  Finance  Committee  commends  and  thanks  Controller  Nathan  B. 
Cooper,  and  his  staff  members,  Joseph  Crosson  and  David  Fong.  for 
their  invaluable  assistance. 

BOARD  ACTION: 

In  order  that  all  members  of  the  Board  may  have  an  opportunity  to 
consider  in  complete  detail  the  Committee's  recommended  changes  in 
relation  to  the  entire  budget,  the  Committee  has  completed  its  review  of 
the  budget  a  week  before  adoption  is  required.  The  Charter  provides 
that  the  Board  shall  adopt  the  budget  not  earlier  than  May  15.  The 
Budgetary  Procedure  Ordinance  declares  that  the  budget  may  not  be 
adopted  later  than  May  21.  Because  of  deadlines  which  must  be  met 
for  the  preparation  and  printing  of  the  Annual  Appropriation  Ordinance 
and  the  Annual  Salary  Ordinance,  the  budget  must  be  adopted  this  year 
on  Monday,  May  16. 

At  the  regular  Board  meeting  of  May  16, 1  will  move  that  the  budget, 
as  amended  by  the  Board,  be  adopted. 

Budget  Item  for  Control  of  Pigeons. 

In  response  to  questions  by  Supervisor  Casey,  Chief  Administrative 
Officer  Thomas  J.  Mellon  stated  that  it  is  planned  that  funds  included 
in  the  proposed  budget  would  be  used  to  trap  pigeons  and  transport 
them  to  the  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  of  Animals,  where 
they  will  be  disposed  of  humanely. 

Motion  Adopted. 

Assembly  Bill  80,  assessment  of  property. 

In  response  to  questions  by  Supervisor  Morrison,  Supervisor  Tinney 
advised  that  the  State  Legislation  Committee  had  recommended  support 
of  that  portion  of  the  bill  which  would  increase  the  statute  of  limitations 
on  escaped  property  and  that  portion  which  would  authorize  law  en- 
forcement agencies  and  Grand  Juries  to  secure  data  in  the  hands  of  the 
Assessor.  The  Committee  supported  in  principle  the  balance  of  the  bill 
and  instructed  the  State  Legislative  Representative  to  keep  the  Com- 
mittee informed  as  to  amendments  proposed  and  action  taken  by  the 
Legislature. 

Supervisor  Morrison  stated  that  he  felt  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
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should  take  a  position  in  order  to  guide  proceedings  in  Sacramento.  A 
portion  of  the  bill  requires  the  Assessor  to  assess  property  at  twenty-five 
percent  of  full  cash  value  beginning  five  years  from  now.  If  the  Board 
favors  that  proposal,  it  should  so  indicate  by  resolution. 

Supervisor  Tinney,  seconded  by  Supervisor  Morrison,  moved  that  the 
State  Legislative  Representative  and  Deputy  City  Attorney  Bernard  J. 
Ward  report  to  the  Board  May  16,  1966,  concerning  the  present  status 
of  Assembly  Bill  80.

Addenda  to  Budget  Statement  of  Supervisor  Joseph  E.  Tinney  on 
Behalf  of  the  Finance  Committee. 

As  addenda  to  the  budget  statement  submitted  to  the  Board  on  May 
9,  1966,  Supervisor  Tinney  presented  the  following: 

ADMINISTRATIVE  PROVISIONS,  ANNUAL  SALARY 
ORDINANCE: 

The  Civil  Service  Commission  has  submitted  and  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee recommends  approval  of  the  following  amendments  to  the  ad- 
ministrative provisions  of  the  Annual  Salary  Ordinance: 

(1)  SECTION  1.1.  This  amendment  contemplates  permitting  the 
Civil  Service  Commission  to  follow  a  hiring  practice  termed  "flexible 
staffing"  whereby  the  Commission  or  its  general  manager  may  certify 
to  vacant  positions,  for  which  no  eligibles  are  available  for  appoint- 
ment, eligibles  from  lists  in  those  next  lower  classes  for  which  periodi- 
cal or  continuous  recruiting  is  being  carried  on. 

(2)  SECTION  1.34.  Provides  for  increase  in  maximum  compensa- 
tion for  inmate  help,  student  nurses  or  part  time  services  from  $173.00 
to  $181.00  per  month. 

(3)  SECTION  1.35.     (a).     The  Finance  Committee,  on  the  basis  of 
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data  furnished  by  the  Controller's  Office,  recommends  continuation  of 
the  same  charges  levied  during  the  current  year  for  accommodations, 
services,  and  facilities  furnished  to  employees  in  the  various  depart- 
ments, with  the  exception  that  rate  at  "O'Shaughnessy  Guest  Cottage" 
shall  be  $18.00  per  person  per  day  instead  of  $14.50  as  at  present. 
The  estimated  cost  for  the  forthcoming  fiscal  year  is  $18.15  per  day. 
(b).  In  last  year's  Annual  Salary  Ordinance,  it  was  provided  that  the 
Department  of  Public  Health  shall  furnish  Interns  and  Residents  any 
and  all  meal  services,  laundry  and  room  at  a  maintenance  amount  not 
to  exceed  the  differential  in  salary  between  that  which  the  City  is  pay- 
ing and  that  which  the  University  of  California  Medical  Center  is 
paying.  The  Civil  Service  Commission  advises  that  the  information 
necessary  to  determine  the  differential  in  salary  is  not  available  at  this 
time.  It  is  the  Commission's  recommendation  that  this  provision  be 
deleted  at  the  present  time,  and  they  will  subsequently  recommend 
an  amendment  to  the  salary  ordinance  setting  forth  the  appropriate 
maintenance  amounts  when  the  salary  increases,  if  any,  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  California  Medical  Center  employees  are  known. 

ADMINISTRATIVE  PROVISIONS,  ANNUAL 
APPROPRIATION  ORDINANCE: 

The  Controller  has  submitted  and  the  Finance  Committee  recom- 
mends approval  of  the  following  amendments  to  the  Administrative 
Provisions  of  the  Annual  Appropriation  Ordinance: 

(1)  SECTION  4  (E).  Provides  that  rents  received  from  properties 
acquired  by  the  City  for  specific  purposes  are  automatically  appro- 
priated, to  the  extent  necessary,  for  maintenance  of  said  property 
pending  conversion  to  the  use  for  which  the  property  was  acquired. 

(2)  SECTIONS  11  (A)  and  11  (B).  The  Committee  approves  the 
recommended  deletion  of  Sections  11  (A)  and  11  (B)  which  required 
that  salary  warrants  for  extra  time  served  by  members  of  the  uni- 
formed forces  of  the  Police  or  Fire  Departments  shall  be  payable  from 
the  regular  salary  appropriation  for  said  respective  departments.  This 
year,  funds  for  this  purpose  have  been  included  in  each  departmental 
budget. 

SOCIAL  SERVICES  DEPARTMENT,  EMPLOYMENTS: 

The  Finance  Committee  was  informed  by  the  Controller's  staff  that 
at  the  present  time  there  are  226  permanent  positions  in  the  Social 
Services  Department  which  are  unfilled  by  permanent  employees. 
Of  those  226  positions.  103  are  filled  by  limited  tenure  employees. 
However,  the  remaining  123  permanent  positions  are  not  filled  by 
either  permanent  or  limited  tenure  employees. 

If  the  department's  request  for  new  employments  were  to  be  reduced 
by  the  number  of  vacancies  in  existing  positions,  245  would  have  been 
allowed,  but  the  Mayor,  possibly  without  knowledge  of  the  cx.Tct  extent 
of  existing  vacancies,  allowed  310,  or  65  more  than  existing  conditions 
justify. 

The  Finance  Committee  therefore  determined  upon  investigation 
that  62  of  those  65  "surplus"  positions  are  not  required  at  this  time 
by  any  statutory  obligation  or  Federal  or  State  regulation  in  order  to 
maintain  minimum  standards  or  qualify  for  subventions,  and  recom- 
mended that  those  62  positions  be  deleted  from  the  supplemental 
budget  requests.    Should  the  vacancy  factor  in  permanent  positions  be 
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materially  corrected,  and  the  need  for  new  positions  be  clearly  dem- 
onstrated, the  Committee  will  promptly  consider  a  departmental  re- 
quest for  the  new  positions.

Motion  for  Adoption  of  the  Annual  Budget  as  Amended. 

Supervisor  Tinney:  1  move  that  the  annual  budget  be  adopted,  as 
amended  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors;  that  the  Controller  be  instructed 
to  prepare  the  Annual  Appropriation  Ordinance  to  reflect  said  budget; 
that  the  Civil  Service  Commission  be  instructed  to  prepare  the  Annual 
Salary  Ordinance  in  conformity  with  said  budget  and  the  1966  Salary 
Standardization  Ordinances  heretofore  enacted,  to  reflect  the  positions 
continued  or  created  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  the  adoption  of 
said  budget;  and  that  the  Annual  Appropriation  Ordinance  and  the  An- 
nual Salary  Ordinance  be  transmitted  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  not 
later  than  Monday,  May  23,  1966. 

Seconded  by  Supervisor  Morrison. 

Supervisor  Blake  stated  that  the  members  of  the  Finance  Committee, 
including  himself,  although  he  was  not  able  to  attend  all  budget  ses- 
sions, spent  long  hours  going  over  this  budget.  Yet  the  City  still  ends 
up  spending  more  than  $500  for  every  man,  woman  and  child  in  San 
Francisco.  The  budget  is  too  high — the  Finance  Committee  knows  it 
— but  there  was  nothing  we  could  do  about  it.  The  man  who  sub- 
mitted this  budget  to  us — the  mayor  of  San  Francisco — doesn't  know 
from  looking  at  the  budget  where  the  money  goes  any  more  than  we 
do.  From  this  budget  you  can't  find  out  how  much  the  city  is  spending 
for  innumerable  purposes. 

Copies  of  this  budget  were  given  to  some  of  the  top  executives  of 
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the  biggest  corporations  in  San  Francisco.  These  men  have  spent  their 
lives  working  on  budgets,  but  they  came  back  and  said  they  could  not 
figure  out  the  budget  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

The  way  the  city's  budget  is  prepared  is  called  a  "line  item"  budget 
although  it  might  better  be  called  a  "lying  item"  budget.  Today  modern 
budgets  are  prepared  to  show  what  the  money  we  spend  will  accom- 
plish. This  is  called  a  "work  performance"  budget. 

Now  take  as  an  example,  the  mayor's  budget.  Let  us  see  how  much 
it  costs  to  get  him  from  one  place  to  another  in  San  Francisco.  In  his 
own  budget  he  has  one  chauffeur,  $9040;  gas  and  oil,  $1200;  repairs, 
$1700;  and  tires,  $300.  That  makes  a  total  of  $12,240.  The  chauffeur 
mentioned  in  the  budget  doesn't  drive  the  mayor.  He  does  other  things! 
Asking  around  we  find  out  that  the  mayor  has  two  assistant  police 
inspectors  and  a  part-time  patrolman  as  his  chauffeurs. 

Of  course  you  can't  find  that  in  the  budget.  But  we  can  figure  out 
that  the  pay  for  the  three  policemen  comes  to  more  than  $18,000  a 
year.    That  makes  a  total  of  $30,000  to  get  the  mayor  around. 

It  isn't  in  the  budget,  but  the  mayor  has  four  cars.  You  can't  tell 
from  the  budget  that  his  is  a  four-car  family  because  we  are  not  buying 
him  any  new  ones  next  year.  But  the  old  ones  are  wearing  out.  How 
much  does  a  super-deluxe  Cadillac  limousine  depreciate  in  one  year? 
So  we  make  a  guess  and  say  the  depreciation  on  the  whole  fleet  of 
cars  is  $5000.  That  makes  a  total  of  $37,000. 

The  mayor  sometimes  borrows  a  car  from  the  Fire  Department  with 
a  fireman  as  a  driver.    How  much  does  that  cost? — You  tell  me! 

So  in  round  numbers  we  are  up  to  about  $40,000  to  drive  the 
mayor  around  each  year. 

However  the  budget  only  shows  $12,240. 

Now  if  we  had  a  modern  budget — a  performance  budget — it  would 
show  the  work  to  be  accomplished.  In  this  case:  "Transporting  the 
Mayor."  Then  it  would  show  the  amount:  "$40,000." 

But  our  budget  system  is  designed  to  hide  this  sort  of  expense  from 
the  voter. 

To  look  at  it  a  different  way.  Let  us  say  Mr.  Tatarian  has  100 
potholes  in  the  streets  each  year.  A  performance  budget  would  say: 
"Fill  100  Potholes  at  $1000  each— $100,000." 

Does  the  mayor  need  all  those  cars?  He  says  he  does.  Do  we  need 
all  these  men  filling  potholes  or  should  some  of  them  be  out  planting 
trees?  Mr.  Tatarian  says  he  has  a  lot  of  potholes.  But  the  Finance 
Committee  has  no  way  of  knowing.  If  we  tried  to  chase  down  every 
item  like  transporting  the  mayor  we  would  not  have  any  time  for  any- 
thing else. 

All  the  Finance  Committee  could  do  this  year  was  review  the  in- 
creases over  last  year.  We  had  no  way  of  checking  on  the  rest  of  the 
budget.  They  could  still  be  running  horse  cars  up  Market  Street  and 
the  Finance  Committee  wouldn't  know  it,  from  looking  at  the  budget. 
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The  Board  of  Supervisors  needs  a  team  of  top-notch  budget  analysts 
to  help  it  review  the  budget.  The  team  should  include  an  expert  in 
county  administration,  an  expert  in  city  administration,  and  a  business 
management  consultant  with  experience  in  systems  analysis.  These 
should  be  experienced  men  backed  by  a  competent  staff. 

I  urged  the  board  to  set  up  this  team  of  experts  last  year.  If  the 
Board  had  done  so,  we  could  have  saved  the  taxpayers  millions  of 
dollars. 

Last  year  the  Arthur  D.  Little  Company  made  a  study  of  the  mayor's 
office.  It  also  studied  the  budget  procedures.  The  Little  report  con- 
cluded: 

1 — The  line  item  budget  is  obsolete  and  work  performance  budget- 
ing should  be  instituted. 

2 — The  city's  budget  is  cumbersome  and  detailed. 

3 — This  type  of  budget  aids  and  abets  over-requests  by  departments 
and  it  defies  pruning. 

4 — Attention  is  focused  on  changes  over  last  year's  expenditures 
to  the  exclusion  of  raising  questions  about  the  need  for  the  prior  level. 

5 — This  type  of  budget  does  not  provide  an  effective  stimulus  to- 
wards efficiency  in  operation. 

The  mavor  has  not  done  anything  about  this  report.  We  still  have 
the  same  old  line  item  budget. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  must  take  action  to  end  the  waste  of 
public  money.  We  need  our  own  budget  analysts  if  we  are  to  do  the  job 
the  public  expects  of  us.  In  addition  we  desperately  need  'truth  in 
budgeting.' 

Supervisor  Morrison  stated  that  several  weeks  ago  he  had  asked  the 
City  Attorney  to  prepare  legislation  creating  a  budget  division,  pos- 
sibly in  the  Controller's  office,  which  would  supersede  agencies  now 
operating  by  virtue  of  Charter  provisions  and  other  applicable  law. 
Establishment  of  such  a  division  would  permit  budgetary  surveillance 
from  week  to  week. 

Supervisor  Tinney  stated  that  he  agreed  with  both  Supervisor  Blake 
and  Supervisor  Morrison.  A  combination  of  performance  and  line 
budget  would  probably  be  desirable. 

Thereupon  the  roll  was  called  on  the  pending  motion,  and  it  was 
adopted  by  the  following  vote:

Report  on  Status  of  Assembly  Bill  80,  Assessment  Practices  and  Pro- 
cedures. 

Supervisor  Morrison,  seconded  by  Supervisor  O'Shea,  moved  that 
the  Board  now  hear  the  report  of  Deputy  City  Attorney  Bernard  J. 
Ward  on  the  status  of  Assembly  Bill  80. 
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Mr.  Ward  summarized  the  description  and  analysis  of  AB  80  pre- 
pared by  William  T.  Rozeil,  Jr.,  and  William  K.  Schmelzle  for  the 
Senate  Fact  Finding  Committee  on  Revenue  and  Taxation,  a  copy  of 
which  is  contained  in  File  12-66-4.

Supervisor  Blake  moved  that  the  Board  recess  for  thirty  minutes  to 
permit  members  to  familiarize  themselves  with  the  text  of  the  com- 
munication from  his  Honor,  the  Mayor.

Explanations  of  Vote. 

Supervisor  Moscone  said  that  he  would  vote  against  suspension  of 
Rule  25  since  he,  too,  felt  that  Stanford  Research  Institute  should  give 
the  Board  at  least  their  conclusions  as  to  whether  a  decision  on  this 
school  site  should  be  delayed  until  the  conclusion  of  the  Institute's 
study.  He  further  indicated  that  it  was  his  intention  to  move  that  the 
Board  sit  as  a  Committee  of  the  Whole  to  consider  the  question. 

Supervisor  Morrison  stated  that  in  his  opinion  the  Mayor's  com- 
munication contained  weighty  considerations  that  should  be  given  study 
by  the  Board;  therefore,  he  would  vote  against  suspension  of  Rule  25.

Supervisor  McCarthy  stated  that  he  has  the  highest  respect  for  the 
donor  and  did  not  doubt  that  this  architect  could  render  a  plan  that 
would  be  quite  acceptable.  However,  Supervisor  McCarthy  said  he 
felt  the  Board  should  refuse  the  gift  or  continue  consideration  until 
there  is  more  understanding  of  why  the  various  City  commissions  took 
the  action  they  did  in  regard  to  the  international  competition.  Accept- 
ing this  gift  would  be,  in  effect,  a  very  practical  way  of  shelving  for- 
ever the  award-winning  design;  therefore,  he  said,  he  strongly  resists 
acceptance  and  urges  that  the  City  proceed  with  phase  two  of  the  com- 
petition (preparation  of  detailed  drawings  and  models).

Reynold  H.  Colvin,  President  of  the  Board  of  Education,  stated 
there  was  no  question  in  his  mind  that  the  Board  intends  to  proceed 
with  phase  two  of  the  current  study  by  Stanford  Research  Institute.

In  response  to  questions  by  Supervisors  Francois  and  Ertola,  Justin 
Herman,  Executive  Director  of  the  Redevelopment  Agency,  said  that 
the  question  of  primary  importance  is  the  fulfilling  of  the  commitment 
made  to  people  who  bought  homes  in  Diamond  Heights.  The  credits 
for  public  works  in  Diamond  Heights  are  needed  for  Western  Addition 
Redevelopment  Project  Area  A-2.  It  is  conceivable  that  some  other 
public  work  expenditure  could  be  substituted  for  the  proposed  school, 
but  he  could  not  see  at  this  time  what  such  an  expenditure  might  be. 

In  response  to  a  question  by  Supervisor  von  Beroldingen,  Irving 
Breyer,  Attorney  for  the  Board  of  Education,  stated  that  all  funds 
from  the  1964  bond  issue  have  already  been  appropriated  in  full. 

Explanations  of  Vote. 

Supervisor  Morrison  stated  he  did  not  believe  the  Board  should  re- 
verse its  action  in  refusing  adoption  of  the  subject  legislation  for  the 
following  reasons:  (1)  Rate  of  increase  in  high  school  enrollments  has 
been  decreasing;  (2)  the  situation  now  is  different  from  what  it  was 
when  the  bond  issue  was  approved;  (3)  the  land  in  question  is  publicly 
owned  and  will  be  available  at  a  later  date  if  required;  (4)  the  possi- 
bility of  racial  imbalance  in  the  public  schools  being  aggravated  by 
construction  of  this  school  is  extremely  important;  (5)  decision  should 
be  delayed  for  completion  of  the  Stanford  Research  Institute  study  in 
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order  to  ascertain  if  this  school  will,  in  fact,  provide  more  flexibility 
for  integration;  (6)  the  argument  that  Federal  credits  will  be  lost  by 
failure  to  construct  this  school  has  been  somewhat  discredited;  (7) 
moral  and  ethical  responsibilities  should  outweigh  the  possibility  of 
any  difficulties  being  created  for  developers  if  the  school  is  not  built. 
The  contention  is  not  that  the  school  should  not  be  built  but  that  the 
Board  of  Education  should  first  act  upon  a  plan  stating  how  racial 
imbalance  will  be  corrected  and  when. 

Supervisor  Francois  urged  a  "no"  vote,  saying  that  the  study  by 
Stanford  Research  Institute  should  be  completed  before  any  action  is 
taken.    The  land  in  question  will  still  be  available  at  a  later  date. 

Supervisor  Tamaras  stated  that  funds  for  this  project  have  already 
been  appropriated  and  a  portion  spent  for  architectural  fees.  The  Board 
has  a  definite  and  strong  mandate  from  the  people  and  a  promise  was 
made  to  the  people  who  bought  homes  in  Diamond  Heights.  The 
Board  has  provided  for  inclusion  of  moderate-priced  housing  in  this 
area  and  many  of  these  homes  will  be  occupied  by  members  of  mi- 
nority groups.  For  these  reasons  and  because  it  is  difficult  to  find  land 
in  San  Francisco  for  a  high  school  site,  Supervisor  Tamaras  said  that 
the  Board  must  and  should  approve  the  subject  measure  today.

Members: 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  sitting  as  a  Board  of 
Equalization  on  July  18,  1966,  at  the  request  of  the  Director  of  Prop- 
erty, a  number  of  applications  for  reduction  in  assessments  of  various 
commercial  properties  were  taken  under  submission  pending  a  further 
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report  by  the  Director  of  Property  to  be  submitted  on  Monday,  July  25, 
1966.  Herewith  is  a  general  statement  regarding  these  applications 
which  is  made  for  the  purpose  of  clarifying  the  recommendations  of  the 
Director  of  Property  and  for  the  guidance  of  the  Board  in  coming  to  a 
decision  on  these  matters. 

A  review  of  the  assessments  of  the  properties  concerned,  particularly 
those  on  Market  Street  and  in  the  downtown  area,  generally  indicates 
assessment  ratios  based  on  the  estimate  of  the  Director  of  Property  in 
the  range  of  30  to  50  per  cent  and  sometimes  higher.  In  general,  we  rec- 
ommend against  the  reduction  of  such  assessments  at  this  time.  The  ex- 
isting assessment  ratio  in  the  downtown  commercial  area,  although  con- 
iderably  higher  relatively  than  in  residential  areas,  particularly  for  single 
family  homes,  have  followed  this  pattern  for  many  years.  It  is  our  un- 
derstanding that  all  property  in  San  Francisco  must  be  assessed  by  the 
Assessor  for  the  fiscal  year  July  1,  1967,  to  June  30,  1968,  at  a  ratio  to 
full  cash  value  of  between  20  and  25  per  cent;  the  actual  ratio  in  this 
range  to  be  set  by  the  Assessor;  and  from  1971,  at  25%.  To  reduce  some 
of  these  assessments  at  this  time  would  create  an  inequitable  situation 
to  all  other  downtown  commercial  properties  for  which  applications  for 
reduction  have  not  been  filed.  Such  reductions  would  constitute  a  piece- 
meal attempt  at  equalization.  It  is  our  recommendation  that  such  piece- 
meal approach  not  be  taken  and  that  no  action  be  taken  until  next  year, 
when  the  entire  assessment  roll  is  to  be  equalized  as  required  by  State 
law. 

We  might  point  out  that  the  assessment  on  the  Phelan  Building,  for 
example,  for  which  an  application  for  reduction  has  been  filed,  is  in 
excess  of  $2,500,000.  This  total  assessment  is  the  equivalent  of  1,000 
single  family  residences  built  in  the  30's  with  combined  land  and  build- 
ing assessments  of  perhaps  $2500  each.  We  wish  to  point  out  also  that 
a  reduction  in  taxes  in  commercial  income  producing  property  has  the 
eflfect  of  increasing  the  market  value  because  a  reduction  in  any  expense 
item — and  the  item  of  taxes  constitutes  one  of  the  most  important  ex- 
pense items — has  the  effect  of  increasing  the  net  income,  other  things 
being  equal,  and  thus  the  market  value  of  the  property. 

Taxes  and  market  value  tend  to  be  interrelated,  each  having  an  effect 
on  the  other.  We  recommend  very  strongly  against  disturbing  the  down- 
town tax  structure  until  this  can  be  done  on  an  overall  planned  basis,  as 
scheduled  for  next  year. 

The  above  statement  is  intended  to  explain  the  position  of  the  Direc- 
tor of  Property  in  recommending  against  the  reduction  in  the  assess- 
ments of  commercial  or  income  producing  properties  at  this  time  except 
in  a  relatively  few  cases  where  the  assessments  appear  to  be  clearly  out 
of  line  with  similar  properties.

Assessor  Tinney  further  stated  that  he  is  reluctant  to  advocate  an  in- 
crease in  professional  personnel;  therefore,  every  effort  is  being  made  to 
reorganize  procedures.  However,  the  job  ahead  will  be  impossible  to 
accomplish  without  an  increase  in  clerical  staff  along  with  necessary 
additional  office  space  and  equipment. 

In  response  to  further  questions  by  Supervisor  Ertola,  Mr.  Tinney  said 
that  he  has  already  decided  to  cooperate  very  closely — perhaps  on  a 
week-to-week  basis — with  the  Board  of  Supervisors  so  that  the  Board 
may  be  fully  informed  as  to  the  financial  impact  of  the  new  law.

the  subject  wage  adjustment  proposal.  This  legislation  will  be  for- 
warded to  your  Honorable  Board  immediately  after  it  has  been  pre- 
pared, and  I  hereby  direct  you  to  enact  these  ordinances.

Dear  Nurses: 

I  have  this  date  declared  a  slate  of  emergency  as  a  result  of  failure 
of  nurse  personnel  to  man  the  various  institutions  of  the  Department 
of  Public  Health  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

Pursuant  to  the  authority  vested  in  me  by  virtue  of  the  Mayor's 
emergency  powers,  I  propose  to  recommend  to  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors, the  Controller  and  the  Civil  Service  Commission  the  following 
proposal: 

1.  A  15%  increase  across  the  board  for  all  Registered  Nurse 
classifications,  including  all  promotional  ranks  and  Public 
Health  Nurses,  effective  9-1-66; 

2.  Mayor,  Board  of  Supervisors  and  Civil  Service  Com- 
mission agree  to  maintain  15%  differential  above  rates 
paid  by  private  hospitals  in  San  Francisco,  and  to  main- 
tain current  competitive  relationship  in  the  public  juris- 
dictions included  in  Salary  Standardization  survey,  which- 
ever is  highest,  effective  7-1-67; 

3.  After  9-1-66  the  City  will  pay  15%  over  the  rate  gen- 
erally prevailing  in  private  hospitals  in  San  Francisco  for 
each  month  covered  in  such  period.  This  provision  will 
cover  all  classifications  included  in  Item  No.  1  hereof; 
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4.  AH  above  provisions  shall  also  apply  to  part-time  Nurses; 

5.  10%   night  differential  to  apply  to  Registered  Nurses  in 
Emergency  Hospitals. 

I  also  propose  to  direct  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  the  Controller 
and  the  Civil  Service  Commission  to  perform  all  legislative  and  admin- 
istrative acts  necessary  to  put  this  proposal  into  effect. 

My  actions  in  this  regard  will  be  dependent  upon  the  indication 
by  vote  of  the  nurse  personnel  that  the  above  proposal  has  been  ac- 
cepted.

John  J.  Jeffery,  Business  Representative,  AFL-CIO  Local  400;  Ralph 
Hartley,  representing  the  San  Francisco  Nurses  Association;  and 
George  Johns,  Secretary,  San  Francisco  Labor  Council;  called  attention 
to  the  fact  that  existing  differentials  between  the  various  classifications 
of  nurses  is  not  maintained  in  the  proposal  submitted  to  the  Board. 

Chief  Administrative  Officer  Thomas  J.  Mellon  stated  that  the  mat- 
ter of  differential  between  classifications  was  never  discussed  at  any 
time  during  negotiations  with  the  Mayor.  All  that  was  discussed  was 
an  across-the-board  increase  of  fifteen  percent  on  the  prevailing  wages 
now  in  effect  in  private  hospitals.  That  is  what  the  Mayor's  letter 
accomplishes.  If  some  inequities  exist  as  a  result  of  the  City's  attempt 
to  treat  everybody  equally  by  agreeing  to  a  fifteen  percent  increase, 
those  problems  can  be  worked  out  at  a  later  time. 

Supervisor  Morrison  said  that  he  was  quite  sure  that  all  members 
of  the  Board  would  want  to  maintain  the  same  percentage  differentials 
that  now  exist.  The  problem  is  how  to  accomplish  this.  He  called 
attention  to  the  fact  that  the  Mayor  has  directed  the  Board  to  enact 
the  legislation  presented  to  the  Board.  Supervisor  Morrison  asked  what 
is  the  power  of  the  Board  in  this  situation. 

Deputy  City  Attorney  Bernard  Ward  stated  that  the  matter  before 
the  Board  at  that  moment  was  the  appropriation  ordinance,  which  had 
nothing  to  do  with  establishing  rates  of  pay.   If  the  amendment  of  the 
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Annual  Salary  Ordinance  were  being  considered,  it  came  to  the  Board 
under  the  Mayor's  authority  under  Section  25  of  the  Charter,  in  which 
he  has  the  power  to  marshal  and  direct  all  things  he  believes  necessary 
to  meet  the  emergency.  He  has  directed  the  Board  to  pass  this  meas- 
ure and  the  Board  is  bound  to  do  so  in  the  form  in  which  it  is  received. 
When  the  Salary  Ordinance  amendment  comes  before  the  Board,  it 
likewise  comes  as  the  Mayor's  solution  to  the  emergency  and  the  Board 
is  directed  to  pass  it  in  exactly  the  form  in  which  it  came  to  the  Board. 
If  there  are  some  misunderstandings  between  the  nurses'  representa- 
tives and  the  Mayor,  that  should  be  taken  up  with  the  Mayor  and  he 
would  still  have  the  power  to  make  corrections. 

Mr.  Ward  said  that  if  the  Board  wished  it  could  write  a  letter  to  the 
Mayor  relating  the  occurrence  at  this  meeting. 

In  response  to  questions  by  Supervisor  Moscone,  George  J.  Grubb, 
General  Manager,  Personnel,  stated  that  the  Mayor  has  not  seen  the 
actual  salary  ordinance;  however,  it  does  reflect  the  intent  of  the 
Mayor's  letter.    Chief  Administrative  Officer  Mellon  agreed. 

Supervisor  von  Beroldingen  Excused. 

Supervisor  von  Beroldingen,  at  the  hour  of  7:30  p.m.,  requested 
permission  to  be  excused  from  attendance  until  about  9:30  p.m.

Mayor  Shelley  advised  the  Board  that  the  salary  ordinance  covered 
the  situation  as  set  forth  in  his  proclamation  of  the  emergency;  that 
upon  reexamination  of  the  salary  ordinance,  he  is  positive  that  it  re- 
flects his  views.  He  stated  that  it  was  his  opinion  that  nothing  more 
should  be  done  at  this  time  but  increase  the  salary  of  the  nurses. 

At  a  subsequent  time  the  Board  during  salary  standardization  hear- 
ings can  adjust  the  salary  of  nurses  as  deemed  necessary.  The  increase 
that  is  recommended  for  the  nurses  is  an  interim  increase  pending 
revision  of  the  agreement  between  nurses'  association  and  private  hos- 
pitals in  accordance  with  the  decision  of  the  arbitration  board  ap- 
pointed to  review  the  matter. 

The  Controller  advised  that  there  would  not  be  enough  money  to 
meet  the  demands  of  the  nurses,  but  there  might  be  enough  to  meet 
increases  in  accordance  with  increased  rates  of  bay  area  private  hos- 
pitals. Despite  differential  in  pay  now  existing,  there  has  been  a  short- 
age of  nurses  in  San  Francisco  for  the  past  year.  Salary  ordinance 
sent  to  the  Board  was  based  on  a  15%  increase  across  the  board. 
There  may  be  some  injustices  or  inequities,  but  they  are  minor. 

This  could  have  been  put  into  effect  simply  upon  the  Mayor's  word, 
but  since  the  communication  was  directed  to  the  Mayor,  Civil  Service 
Commission  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  it  was  believed  better  to 
have  legislation  enacted  by  the  Board. 

Mayor  Shelley  urged  the  Board  to  adopt  the  salary  ordinance. 

Mr.  Nathan  Cooper,  Controller,  in  response  to  inquiry  of  Supervisor 
Moscone  as  to  additional  amounts  which  would  be  necessary,  replied 
he  could  not  give  any  firm  estimate,  but  after  figuring  all  fringe  bene- 
fits, he  stated  it  was  his  belief  that  it  would  amount  to  a  little  bit  in 
excess  of  $1,300,000. 

Mayor  Shelley  stated  that  if  necessary  he  would  continue  to  bring 
this  matter  up  as  a  continuing  emergency  until  he  was  satisfied  that 
all  of  the  problems  had  been  met.  In  response  to  questions  by  Super- 
visor Moscone,  Mr.  Cooper  replied  that  he  intended  to  refuse  to  pay 
the  increases  that  are  granted  by  this  ordinance  and  he  would  report 
his  reasons  therefore  in  written  communication  to  the  Board.  He  stated 
that  in  his  own  opinion  he  was  not  certain  that  an  actual  emergency 
existed;  also  he  was  not  qualified  to  determine  that  the  patients  in  San 
Francisco  General  Hospital  were  not  receiving  proper  care. 

Mr.  Bernard  Ward,  Deputy  City  Attorney,  stated  that  upon  passage 
of  the  Ordinance,  the  Controller  would  be  under  the  responsibility  of 
paying  the  rates  set  forth  therein;  under  the  charter  he  has  the  duty 
to  see  that  all  rates  to  be  paid  are  legally  payable.  He  has  independent 
judgment  in  this  matter. 

Mayor  Shelley  stated  that  if  the  Controller  did  not  certify  the  pay- 
rolls, he  would  then  request  the  City  Attorney  to  seek  a  writ  of  man- 
date compelling  the  Controller  to  approve  the  payrolls. 

Supervisor  Blake,  seconded  by  Supervisor  Moscone,  moved  suspen- 
sion of  the  rules  to  permit  Mr.  George  Johns  and  John  Jeffrey  the 
privilege  of  the  floor. 

No  objection  and  motion  carried. 

Mr.  Johns  and  Mr.  Jeffrey  reviewed  the  events  which  had  taken 
place  in  this  matter  and  they  both  stated  that  it  was  their  belief  that 
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the  differentials  were  to  be  maintained.  That  failure  to  maintain  the 
differentials  would  cause  inequities  in  the  higher  classifications.  They 
stated  that  the  nurses  were  not  satisfied  with  the  agreement  and  that 
they  were  not  going  to  accept  it.

In  response  to  questions  by  Supervisor  Morri- 
son, Mr.  Kitchell  stated  that  his  organization  favors  Plan  4A  as  being 
more  flexible  in  giving  the  best  ultimate  use  of  the  street. 

Supervisor  Morrison  stated  that  it  should  be  very  clear  that  the 
Board  favors  35-foot  sidewalks  reduced  in  some  places  to  26  feet,  so 
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that  it  cannot  be  said  in  the  future  that  the  Board  is  on  record  as 
favoring  26-foot  sidewalks. 

Supervisor  von  Beroldingen  presented  substitute  pages  2  and  3  of 
the  resolution  with  revised  wording  to  clarify  the  point  made  by  Super- 
visor Morrison.

1.1  percent  of  that  covered  by  the  proposed  resolution  and  would  ac- 
commodate attractive  furniture,  kiosks,  etc.,  and  the  anticipated  den- 
sity of  pedestrian  traffic  in  better  fashion. 

The  downtown  business  community,  the  Director  of  Traffic  of  the 
Police  Department,  the  Drayman's  Association,  and  United  Parcel 
Service  all  oppose  the  Committee's  recommendation. 

Supervisor  McCarthy  continued  by  saying  that  the  City  does  not  as 
yet  have  the  results  of  the  downtown  traffic  and  parking  survey.  This 
information  will  be  available  in  October  and  would  be  invaluable  in 
making  this  decision.  However,  if  a  decision  must  be  made  now.  Su- 
pervisor McCarthy  said,  he  believed  a  30-foot  sidewalk  would  give 
greater  flexibiUty  for  the  handling  of  vehicular  and  pedestrian  traffic 
and  for  beautification.

Supervisor  Blake  called  attention  to  an  editorial  in  the  day's  press 
regarding  the  problem  of  garbage  disposal  and  asking  why  the  City 
has  not  reached  some  solution.  He  said  that  the  present  plan  to  build 
an  experimental  garbage  incinerator  seemed  to  him  to  be  a  waste  of 
time,  since  all  efforts  in  the  past  have  been  toward  elimination  of  in- 
cinerators because  of  the  air  pollution  problem. 

Supervisor  Blake  recalled  that  he  has  in  the  past  advocated  com- 
pression and  dumping  of  garbage  in  the  ocean  and  advised  that  barges 
are  presently  being  designed  in  San  Francisco  for  such  use  in  Hong 
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Kong.  San  Francisco  is  facing  a  deadline  at  the  present  time.  Super- 
visor Blake  asked  for  an  explanation  by  the  Chief  Administrator  and 
Director  of  Public  Works. 

Chief  Administrative  Officer  Mellon  advised  that  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  and  City  officials  have  been  working  on  the  problem 
and  have  made  some  progress.  An  appHcation  has  been  filed  for  Fed- 
eral funds  to  build  a  pilot  incinerator.  That  application  will  be  acted 
upon  next  month.  Composting  and  other  methods  of  disposal  have 
been  investigated.  An  attempt  is  being  made  to  locate  other  sites  in 
the  Bay  Area  for  disposal. 

Director  of  Public  Works  Myron  S.  Tatarian  advised  that  litigation 
is  presently  pending  concerning  dumping  of  San  Francisco's  garbage 
in  the  Bay  at  Brisbane.  The  eventuality  of  an  adverse  decision  should 
be  appreciated  by  everyone  in  San  Francisco.

I  requested  this  opportunity  to  come  before  your  Honorable  Board 
today  to  give  you  a  brief  report  on  the  incidents  that  led  up  to  my 
declaring  a  State  of  Emergency  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco at  1  a.m.  on  Wednesday,  September  28. 

Before  getting  into  details,  I  am  proud  to  report  that  all  City  depart- 
ments and  their  representatives  called  upon  to  act  in  the  emergency 
performed  with  extraordinary  devotion  to  duty.  Individuals,  both  in 
the  official  family  and  from  the  community  at  large,  worked  around 
the  clock  for  several  days  during  the  peak  of  the  crises. 

Leaders  emerged  from  the  minority  communities  who  had  not  pre- 
viously been  recognized.  Their  leadership  has  been  tried  in  stress  and 
will  be  vital  in  the  future  as  new  patterns  for  cooperative  human  rela- 
tions efforts  take  shape. 

As  you  all  know,  last  Tuesday  at  3:10  p.m.  a  16  year  old  youth  was 
fatally  wounded  by  a  police  officer. 

My  office  was  immediately  informed  of  the  shooting  as  well  as  of 
the  fact  that  crowds  composed  mostly  of  young  people  were  congre- 
gating in  the  Hunters  Point  area. 

I  don't  want  to  take  time  today  on  a  minute  by  minute  account  of 
the  events  that  followed.  I  will,  however,  briefly  recount  the  major 
official  actions  which  were  taken.

Telegram  to  Governor  Brown  from  Mayor  Shelley 
urging  a  fully  manned  staff  to  be  sent  to  Adult  Op- 
portunity Center  in  Hunters  Point.  Requests  State 
Employment  Service  to  process  job  orders  through 
AOC. 

SUNDAY,  OCTOBER  2,  1966 

Mayor  orders  State  of  Emergency  ended  effective 
11:00  p.m.  Sunday  night,  October  2. 

In  addition  to  the  actions  specifically  aimed  at  assuring  order  and 
safeguarding  lives  and  property,  on  September  28  at  10  a.m.,  I  ap- 
pointed my  Deputy  for  Development,  Mr.  T.  J.  Kent,  Jr.,  and  Mr. 
Frank  Quinn,  director  of  the  Human  Rights  Commission,  to  organize 
and  work  with  a  small  committee  of  City,  State  and  Federal  repre- 
sentatives. 

This  committee  is  recommending  immediate  and  long  range  pro- 
grams to  meet  the  underlying  problems. 

Some  programs  have  already  gone  into  effect.  These  include  efforts 
to  get  jobs  to  the  five  poverty  neighborhoods  of  the  city.  The  need 
is  for  permanent  jobs — especially  for  men — at  prevailing  wages. 
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The  committee  is  also  making  recommendations  in  other  fields  such 
as  education,  training,  recreation.  These  programs  will  be  evolved  with 
full  participation  by  the  young  people  as  well  as  adults  of  the  poverty 
areas. 

As  program  develops  it  will  be  promptly  reported  to  this  Honorable 
Board  in  detail. 

During  these  critical  days,  I  have  held  meetings  with  representatives 
of  Hunters  Point  youth,  the  established  Negro  Leadership  and  with 
similar  leaders  from  the  Spanish-speaking  and  Chinese-American  com- 
munities. 

Meetings  were  also  held  with  representatives  of  organized  labor  and 
more  than  200  major  employers  at  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce. 

One  important  session  held  was  with  the  director  and  the  five  neigh- 
borhood directors  of  the  Economic  Opportunity  Council.  This  meeting 
brought  rapport  that,  I  am  certain,  will  lead  to  a  new  better  working 
relationship  with  the  EOC. 

As  you  know,  I  called  upon  President  Johnson  directly  for  Federal 
help.  After  several  telephone  conversations  with  the  White  House  and 
Vice  President  Humphrey  and  Congressman  Phillip  Burton,  a  Federal 
team  was  dispatched.  I  am  working  with  the  team's  chief,  Mr.  Dan 
Leuvano. 

Governor  Brown  responded  to  similar  requests  for  help  immediately. 
His  representative,  Mr.  William  Becker,  special  Assistant  for  Human 
Rights,  has  been  working  closely  with  my  Office. 

In  concluding,  the  Mayor  was  pleased  to  be  able  to  state  that  by 
quick  and  determined  action  we  avoided  a  repetition  of  what  has  hap- 
pened in  other  cities.  We  must  now  look  at  the  situation  with  a  deter- 
mination to  find  answers  and  ways  to  solve  this  problem. 

In  response  to  a  request  from  Supervisor  Tamaras  to  be  furnished 
a  program  so  that  the  Board  might  be  thinking  along  with  him,  the 
Mayor  replied  that  the  main  thing  was  to  pull  together,  to  cut  red 
tape,  to  speed  up  old  programs  already  going  and  to  start  new  pro- 
grams. 

Supervisor  Morrison  asked  permission  to  introduce  a  motion  which 
stated  certain  conclusions  of  the  Board  and  which  was  read  by  the 
Clerk  as  follows:

IT  IS  FURTHER  MOVED  That  this  Board  do  hereby  pledge  them- 
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selves  to  work  diligently  and  co-operatively  with  the  Mayor,  with  other 
agencies  of  government,  and  with  all  persons  and  organizations  of 
good  will  in  our  City  to  see  that  our  ideals  of  equality  and  social  justice 
are  achieved  for  all,  giving  special  attention  at  this  critical  time  to  the 
justified  demands  for  fairness  in  employment,  education,  and  housing. 

Supervisor  Morrison,  seconded  by  Supervisor  Tamaras,  moved  adop- 
tion.

Approving  undertaking  of  surveys  and  plans  for  an  urban  renewal 
project  to  be  known  as  Mission  Street  Survey  Area,  and  approving 
filing  of  an  application  with  the  United  States  for  an  advance  of  funds.

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Refused  Adoption. 

Motion  to  Continue  Consideration. 

Supervisor  Morrison,  seconded  by  Supervisor  Francois,  moved  that 
consideration  be  continued  one  week. 

Supervisor  Morrison  explained  that  during  a  meeting  in  the  Mayor's 
office  October  7,  a  proposal  was  made  that  the  resolution  stating  the 
conclusions  of  the  Board  be  amended  to  provide  that  at  the  end  of 
the  planning  period  the  Redevelopment  Agency  submit  the  proposed 
renewal  plan  to  the  Mission  Council  on  Redevelopment  for  review, 
report,  and  recommendation,  after  which  the  Redevelopment  Agency 
would  have  the  option  of  amending  the  plan,  deciding  not  to  proceed 
further,  or  proceeding  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  The  Mission  Coun- 
cil representatives  expressed  a  desire  to  present  this  proposal  to  its 
membership  for  a  vote. 

Supervisor  Morrison  said  that  every  reasonable  means  of  compro- 
mise should  be  exhausted;  perhaps  the  result  would  be  united  commu- 
nity support  of  the  renewal  plan.  At  all  events  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors should  continue  its  consideration  until  after  the  Mission  Council 
has  had  an  opportunity  to  consider  and  vote  on  the  proposed  compro- 
mise. 

Supervisor  Boas  urged  a  "no"  vote  on  the  motion  to  continue.  He 
stated  that  there  is  nothing  further  to  be  gained  by  postponement.  The 
Redevelopment  Agency  and  groups  representing  the  Mission  District 
residents  have  been  in  contact  over  a  long  period  of  time.  Practically 
all  the  testimony  before  the  Committee  was  negative  except  for  im- 
provement of  the  commercial  strip.  Opponents  have  asked  for  veto 
power  over  the  plan  and  for  funds  to  pay  for  hiring  of  professionals; 
the  Redevelopment  Agency  has  opposed  this. 

Supervisor  Blake  spoke  against  continuance,  stating  that  many  in- 
terested persons  are  present  today  and  it  is  unfair  to  ask  them  to  re- 
turn. He  stated  that  he  intends  to  vote  against  the  legislation  because, 
even  though  portions  of  the  district  do  need  improvement,  in  his  opin- 
ion such  improvements  should  be  left  in  the  hands  of  private  property 
owners. 

Supervisor  Ertola  stated  that  he  agreed  with  the  views  of  Supervisor 
Boas  and  added  that  when  such  a  large  sum  of  money  is  spent  for  a 
planning  survey  there  is  reluctance  not  to  proceed  with  implementation 
of  the  resulting  plan. 

Supervisor  McCarthy  stated  that  he  favored  continuance.  He  said 
he  has  been  contacted  by  many  persons  on  this  question  and  feels  he 
should  be  able  to  discuss  the  proposal  with  some  of  these  people  before 
making  a  decision. 

Motion  to  continue  refused  adoption  by  the  following  vote:

Report  by  Bay  Area  Rapid  Transit  District  and  Mayor's  Technical 
Advisory  Committee  on  current  plans  for  Market  Street  rapid  transit 
stations. 

File  No.  137-66. 

William  Stokes,  General  Manager  of  the  Bay  Area  Rapid  Transit 
District,  advised  that  last  year  there  was  presented  to  the  Board  the 
beginning  of  design  work  on  the  Powell  Street  and  Market  Street  rapid 
transit  stations.  Since  then  the  plans  have  been  modified,  changed, 
and  improved  in  concert  with  the  City's  task  force.  The  plans  which 
will  be  discussed  today  have  been  approved  by  the  District's  Board  of 
Directors  Architectural  Review  Committee. 
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John  Weese,  representing  Skidmore,  Owings  and  Merrill,  discussed 
the  present  design  of  the  stations  and  the  reasons  for  the  decision  not 
to  utilize  a  free-span  concept  for  the  mezzanine  levels  without  interior 
columns.  A  copy  of  Mr.  Weese's  presentation  and  a  copy  of  drawings 
submitted  to  Board  members  are  contained  in  the  file. 

Thomas  R.  Keesel,  Assistant  Manager  of  Engineering,  Parsons, 
BrinkerhofI,  Tudor  and  Bechtel,  stated  that  the  concept  of  a  clear-span 
design  was  the  invention  of  the  engineers,  not  that  of  the  architects. 
The  clear-span  concept  was  found  appropriate  for  single  level  stations 
in  Berkeley  and  at  Sixteenth  and  Twenty-Fourth  Streets  in  San  Fran- 
cisco. In  the  downtown  area  where  the  stations  are  surrounded  by 
tall  buildings  which  must  be  protected  during  construction  and  where 
the  station  reaches  seventy  feet  below  the  street  surface,  the  cost  of  a 
clear  span  would  be  very  high. 

Mr.  Keesel  said  that  it  will  be  difficuh  enough  to  construct  under 
Market  Street.  The  District  is  concerned  that  if  contractors  are  re- 
quired to  bid  on  a  clear-span  design,  there  may  be  no  competition  and 
costs  could  easily  be  doubled.  The  cost  of  a  project  cannot  be  sep- 
arated from  the  reality  of  having  to  build  it. 

Edward  J.  Murphy,  Project  Manager  of  the  City's  Task  Force,  ad- 
vised that  the  Mayor's  Technical  Advisory  Committee  had  considered 
a  report  of  the  City's  design  consultants  on  the  changes  in  design,  and 
as  a  result,  passed  a  motion  stating  that  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  Com- 
mittee that  the  present  design  plans  for  mezzanines  at  the  Montgomery 
Street  and  Powell  Street  stations  as  currently  proposed  by  BARTD 
architects  are  unacceptable.  This  finding  was  reaffirmed  last  week  after 
further  consultation  with  the  District. 

Mario  Ciampi,  representing  John  Carl  Warnecke  and  his  associates, 
stated  that  certain  compromises  obviously  must  be  made  when  an 
architect  is  confronted  with  financial  limitations.  It  is  these  compro- 
mises that  concern  the  design  consultants.  The  Powell  Street  and  Mont- 
gomery Street  stations  are  the  principal  stations  for  the  entire  transit 
operation.  Perhaps  something  could  be  done  to  gain  space  and  struc- 
tural elegance  and  refinement.  The  design  consultants  find  these  char- 
acteristics lacking  in  the  present  design. 

In  response  to  questions  by  Supervisors  Morrison  and  Moscone,  Mr. 
Murphy  stated  that,  in  the  judgment  of  the  City's  people,  any  additional 
cost  would  be  justified  to  achieve  a  clear-span  design  for  these  two 
major  stations.  The  District  should  reallocate  their  finances  to  make 
this  possible.  He  expressed  the  hope  that  this  might  be  agreed  upon 
through  further  negotiation.  If  it  is  the  judgment  of  the  Board  that 
the  present  design  is  unacceptable,  the  District  should  be  so  instructed 
and  the  Advisory  Committee  will  proceed  from  that.

He  reviewed  the  his- 
tory of  the  urban  renewal  project  and  emphasized  that  the  project  is 
still  in  the  planning  stage  and  may  be  halted  at  any  time  if  the  plan 
proves  to  be  unrealistic.  If  City  officials  are  really  interested  in  show- 
ing concern  for  the  people  of  the  Mission  District,  planning  must  begin 
now  for  a  program  that  will  permit  the  people  there  to  remain  and  to 
improve  the  neighborhood. 

Supervisor  Francois  said  that  there  has  been  more  participation  by 
the  neighborhood  in  this  plan  than  in  any  previous  plans.  Every  pro- 
posal of  the  residents  has  been  met  except  on  the  question  of  granting 
veto  power  to  the  Mission  Council  on  Redevelopment.  The  Board  has 
been  told  by  its  legal  advisors  and  by  representatives  of  the  Federal 
Government  that  such  power  cannot  be  granted.  Supervisor  Francois 
said  that  he  is  appalled  that  some  citizens  would  consistently  advocate 
that  the  Board  take  an  illegal  action  in  this  respect.

Therefore,  it  is  necessary  that  consideration  be 
given  to  joint  state  and  local  government  financing.
